FAMILY FACES EVICTION. 


Feeble Paralytie and Tottering Com- 
panion Suffer Hunger. 


There ie no more money in the cracked 
cup in the cupboard where for years Mrs. 
Theresa Hirsch of 1942 Wolfram street has 
deposited her fluctuating fortune. 

She faces eviction by the landlord for non- 
peymeént of two months rent—$5 a month. 
If she ie forced to leave the shelter of her 
present abode cajamity will come upon her, 
her paralyzed son, Micheel, and her compan- 
icon, Mra. Selma Strumphaus. They will be 
without shelter and will be separated from a 
community where she meagerly has support- 
ed the declining days of her life and family 
by cleaning chicken coops. Mrs. Hirsch is 78 
year old. Mrs. Strumpbeus is 67. Michael 
ja 40. 


Eighty Cents a Day for Ten Years. 

From butcherp of the neighborhood for 
years she sometimes has received as much 
ar 80 cents a day’for her work. Som 
the cracked cup. has overflowed with sflver 
coins and good cheer reigned in the house 
hold, 

But of late monthe this source of revenue 
has steadily diminished. Boys have taken 
away from the aged woman the business of 
cleaning the coops. 


Bations Are Reduced. 

For about four months this revenue has 
ceased almost altogether, and the store in 
the cracked cup counted less and less at eagh 
anxious counting. Rations were reduced. 

Mre. Hirsch saw the feeble flame of life 
flicker lower in the helpless body of her son. 
Mre, Strumpfhaus became so tottering that 
ste hae not been able to leave her room with- 
out support. 

Finealiy last week a neighbor heard of the 
desperate condition of the Hirsch larder, and 
slight benefactions came in. No money was 
given, but the pangs of hunger were relieved. 

The landlord was more persistent yester- 
day, and says that unless the money for the 
rent is forthcoming eviction must follow.

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‘RICH CHILD NEEDS SOCIAL AID’ 


Settlements on Boulevards Ad- 
vised by Rabbi Schanfarber. 


“WEALTH DISTORTS IDEAS.” 


Says Pampering and ‘Indulgence at 
Home Are Degenerating. 


Social settlements on boulevards and in 
“ exclusive” sections of American cities, to 
train “little sons and dapghters of tne 
rich"’ to escape the pampering and indul- 
gence titéy receiye at home, were advocated 
yesterday by Rabbi Tobias Schanfarber in 
a sermon at the K. A. M. temple, Thirty- 
third street and Indiana avenue. 

Deterioration among poor children is due 
chiefly to poverty and ignorance, he said, but 
among children of wealthy parents it Is prin- 
cipally caused by excess indulgence and en- 
couragement of distorted ideas arising from 
possession of wealth. 

“We find too little attention paid at the 
Child Welfare exhibit to children who come 
from the boulevards,”’ said Rabbi Schanfar- 
ber. 

“ Brougit up amid affluent surroundings, 
they believe that their wealth can purchase 
freedom for them from the law of punish- 


“A society made up wholly of these pam- 
pered children of the rich would soon de- 
generate into the lowest scum of humanity. 
Given the same opportunity for education 
that the rich child possesses, but minus evil 
influences of which I have spoken, the poor 
child would probably surpass him in mind, 
bedy, and morais.”’

Trinity Presents Objections. 
The members of Trinity are half willing

the pastor, the Rev. H. O. Enwall, and 
1 forther Judge Oliver H: Horton led the op- 
posing forces until almost midnight. In the 
final vote Mr. Horton won an ineffective vic- 
tory.

, Asserting that in thousands of old Irish 
manuscripts whith have Hever been trans- 
lated lies the only true history of the founda- 
tion of European civilization, the Rev. Mi- 
chael Mianagan yesterday urged Irishmen of 
wealth to come forward.with money to re- 
store to the world the old Irish literature 
and to preserve the Irish age. Heasked 
for $100,000 a year to keep alive the work in 
Ireland. , 

The Rev. Mr. Flanagan, who is a special 
envoy from the Gaelic league of Ireland to 
America, made his plea at yesterday's week- 
ty luncheon of the Irish Fellowship club on 
the La Salle hotel. 

“ The Irish know of the former greatness 
of their country only through old women’s 
tales and from the mouths of the St. Patrick 
day orators,”’ the envoy said. ‘“‘ It all is hid- 
den in the old manuscripts—thousands of 
them, from 1,000 to 1,300 years old, scattered 
among a dozen Buropean libraries. 


Once Land of Great Schools. 

“ During the first 1,000 years of the Chris- 
tian era Ireland developed the only civiliza- 
tion of the world outside the old Roman 
civilization. It was known throughout 
Europe as the land of schools and scholars. 
But the oppression of England passed over it 
like a steam roller and destroyed it all. 

“We are informed that these old manu- 
scripts, which tell how the new civilization of 
Europe grew out of the wreck of a former 
one, destroyed by the barbarians, and con- 
taining the entire literature of the old Irish 
nation, if printed, would fil! 1,000 valumes of 
500 pages each. It isthe work of 100 scholars 
for a period of a century, and Irishmen 
should perform this work. 


180 Teachers Tour Ireland. 

“We have in the league 130 young men 
going about all over Ireland on bicycles, 
teaching the children the Irish language, 
nearly forgotten, resurrecting the old time 
dances and songs, and bringing back to the 
people the national characteristics which 
they had a thousand years ago.”’ 

Tienan MacColum talked of the league and 
its work. William Dillon of Chicago, treas- 
urer of a fund to help the league, announced 
that contributions amounting to $340 had 

been received.

UNWILLING TO CHANGE. 


Appreciates Adventeune That 
Would Come from Shift, but 
Will Go to Beverly. 


Washington, D. C.,, May 18.—[Spectal.]— 


When congress adjourns President Taft and 
his family will wend their way to Beverly, 
Maas., where they will remain until'the chief 
executive goes on his tour of the west this 
fall, 

This announcement of the White house 
means that President Taft wil! not follow the 
suggestion of Senator Kenyon of Iowa to 
make his summer residence in the middle 
west. President Taft realizes the advan 
tages. political and otherwise, which would 
flow from such action, but he has made ar- 
rangements for the occupation of the quar- 
ters in Massachusetts he used last year. 
Moreover, the president is entirely satisfied 
with Beverly, thoroughly enjoys the sea air 
and the golf course there, and ig not willing 
to make a change, 

Washington is impossible during the sum- 
mer. The thermometer mounts frequently to 
blood beat and on occasions beyond. In 
order to fit himself for the hard work of the 
winter; it {s advisable for the president to go 
to a place where there are cool . breeses. 


Leaves Usually in June. 

Under the circumstances, it is the aim of 
the president to leave the capital city for 
his summer residence some time in June, un- 
less, of course, congress is in session. Thus 
immediately after his inauguration Presi- 
dent Taft called congress in extra session 
to revise the tariff and did not start from 
here until after Aug: 7. He put in a hot 
day discussing the proposed changes in the 
Dingley law with Senator Aldrich ant other 
leaders, frequently played golf on the Chevy 
Chase club links, and sat on the back veran- 
da of the White House, whence his gaze 
could sweep thé green lawns leading down 
to the banks of the Potomac. 

Taft stood the summer well, better, indeed, 
than many of the legislators, but he was 
delighted with the adjournment of congress 
and lost no time in getting away from the 
capital. He put in last summer at Beverly. 
He had intended to go this summer to Alas- 
ka, and, in fact, had practically arranged 
the trip. Unfortunately, the senate proved 
obdurate with respect to the enactment of 
the Canadian reciprocity agreement, and the 
president determined to callan extra session. 


Would Have Been No Delay. 

Had the Republicans been in control of the 
house ae well as the senate it is likely that 
there would have been no delay in forcing 
through the measure. With a Democratic 
majority in the lower branch of congress it 
was to have been expected that the Demo- 
cratic leaders would seek to make al) po- 
litical capital possible out of a revision of 
the tariff. The passage of the 
“ farmers’ free list ” and proposed modifica- 
tions of the schedules relating to wooleng 
and cottons are the result. 

One of the main arguments advanced for 
the present to make his summer sojourn in 
the middle west is that it wouk be to his 
political advantage to do so. This is the 
argument which has absolutely no weight 
with Taft. He knows nothing about politics 
and cares less. His idea is to do what is best 
in his Judgment for the whole country irre- 
epective of politics.

‘BBALTH HINTS” WAR ON FLY 


Department Bulletin Calls Oil 
and Acid Good Prevéntive. 


THIS KILLS ALL THE EGGS. 


Directions Also Given for Home Pas- 
teurization of Milk. 


Additional information on how to prevent 

the increase of flies during the approaching 
heated term is contained in the weekly bulle- 
tin of the health department, issued yeater- 
day... 
. Moet important in the crusade against the 
winged disease carriers, the bulletin says, 
iz a blow struck at their places of propaga- 
ticn. Filles breed more readily than any- 
where else in garbage cans and other places 
where kitchen and stable refuse is kept. 

AH cane and other garbage receptacles 
should be closely covered, a0 that flies cannot 
eter and lay eggs. But the department 
realizes that it is not always possible to keep 
these cans so tightly seared as to prevent 
every fiy from. gaining entrance. 


Kerosene and Acid Kills ’Em. 
Take a quart of kerosene, the bulletin says, 
and mix with it half an ounce of crude car- 
bolic acid. A half-ounce is about one tabile- 
spoonful. The contents of all garbage cans 
should-be sprayed at least once a day with 
this mixture. This wil) prevent flies alight- 
ing to lay eggs and will kill egge and maggots 
already in the refuse. A metal sprayer, such 
ae ie used on plants, is best for this work, 

and can be obtained for 50 gents or less. . 
The weekly bulletin also reports that the 
state of Vermont hag joined the crusade 
ageinst the common drinking cup and has 
abolished i*s use in all public places, foun- 
tains, schoolhouses, mille, factories, ibra- 
ries, public halle, and other public bulldings. 


How to Pasteurige Milk. 
Recognizing the advent of the most danger- 
ous season for babies who are fed on a milk 
diet exclusively, the bulletin gives the fol- 
lowing directions for the home sterilization 
of milk: 

Use a metal pall or tin can which is 
several inches taller than the milk bot- 
tle. Fill the pell almost full of water 
and place it on the fre. When the water 
boils set the pail off the stove. Now 

“completely immeyse the fyll capped bot- 
tle in the water so that the cap is one- 
half to one inch under the surface. The 
immersing must be done quickly, other- 
wise the bottle is apt to break. Leave 
for twenty to thirty minutes. Then re- 
move the bottle and set it aside until 
it has cooled; after which it should | 
be placed in a pail of running water 
under the cold water faucet. The bottle 
should not be transferred directly from 
the hot water to the cold water, as this 
often causes it to break. When the milk 
has cooled thoroughly place it in the ice 
box until it is used. 
All the disease germs which may have been 
present In the milk will be destroyed in the 
above described process.

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HOSPITAL ILLS NEED EXPOSE 


Bay State Social Service Expert 
Praises ‘“‘Live Reporter.’’ 


POOR DO NOT FARE WELL? 


Dr. Richara C. Cabot Condemns Public 


of the social service department of the Mas- 
sachusetts Genera! hospital of Boston, yee- 
terday in a speech delivered at the Virginia 


Photel declared that ninety-nine out of 100 


public hospitals in this city and elsewhere 
are suffering from ignorance, cruelty, and 
negligence in their management. He also 
said that conditions are chronic in public 
institutions that woukin't be allowed for a 
minute in private hospitals. | 

For these ills the doctor prescribed one 
visit from one live newspaper reporter. He 
thought that one visit with ite attendant pub- 
licity would be sufficient to cure permanently 
all the evils that he complains of. 


Publicity Fos to Abuses. 

“If the newspaper man were allowed to 
see conditions as they really are,” said the 
doctor, “ he would make those hospitals look 
pretty cheap.” 

Dr. Cabot was speaking before the social 
service committee of the Children’s Memorial 
hospital and the lower north council of the 
United Charities. Some’of the evils that he 
says he found, after a careful examination 
of the public hospitals in this country, are 
as follows: 

Public hospitals do not keep up a re- 
spectable standard of medical efficiency. 

In the average case there is eleven 
parts diagnosis and one part treatment. 

Diets beyond the means of poor people 
are prescribed. 

Poverty stricken tuberculosis patients 
are told to go to Switzerland. 

Connection between the life of the pa- 
tient outside the hospital and inside ts 
ignored. 

Poor people suffering from nervous dis- 
eases get nothing at the hospital, be- 
cause they are not “ medical” cases. 


Poor Have Nervous Trouble, Toe. 

“The treatment of poor people suffering 
from nervous disorders is a particularly 
good field for the social worker,” said Dr. 
Cabot. ‘The idea that nervous prostra- 
tion ig merely a luxury of the rich is false. 
The poor have it in aggravated form because 
of overwork. Yet when they come to « 
public hospital for treatment the doctors 
there do nothing for them because they do 
not regard them as ‘ medical’ cases.” 

Dr. Cabot eaid the treatment that girls 
approaching maternity receive at public 
hospitals is of a character to drive them 
to bad lives and even child murder. 

‘** Hygiene,” he said, “ is overlooked in most 
of our hospitals, and yet an attention to 
hygiene is the most important part of the 
treatment in nine-tenths of all diseases.”

What Really Caused the War. 

“ But such things have not caused the war |

“It is curfous about human beings. We | 
mever rouse to such excitement over the 
mere theft of human life; it is only when 
the thief steale money that we become 
really indignant. ' 

* Pxecutions by the wholesale did not rouse 
the Frenchmen to their revolution; it was 
not till they found it impossible to earn 
their livings—till their pocketbooks were 
-toiched—that they took up their guns and 
‘axes and wiped out their oppressors. § It 
has been so with Mexico. 

“As long as we could live, no matter 
with what discomforts, with whet terrible 
accompaniment of tragedy, we patiently, or 
stupidly endured. We have sprung into 
revohition only when conditions have become 
so terrible that the great mags of the people 
cannot provide themeelves, unmolested, with 
the plain necessities of life; when they see 
their wives and children suffer because they 
are not permitted to in peace and safety 
and without oppression by their labor pro- 
vide for them sufficient means of susten- 
ance. 


Unjust Taxes Arouse Men. 

“Tnjustice of taxation have done more, 
perhaps, to drive us to plan desperation than 
any other one thing has. The system has 
been such that only the small favored few 
have been enabled to progress. te 
- “The ordinary citizen cai make no headway 
toward » no tef how eternally 
and efficiently he may strive for it. Human 
effort has demanded its reward; tn Mexico 
it hag not had it; there, ae elsewhere, when 
it not get at least a small-proportion of 
it, At will rise and smite and take for its own 

its own. Let me tell you something of 
system of taxation. 

“The great estates are owned by men of 
influence because of their great wealth, and 
because of this great influence and this great 
wealth the government is generally friendly 
to them, and they are generally friendly to 
the government. 

“ Especially are their owners usually the 
close friends of the governors of the states 
in which they may be located. The governors 
are representatives of Diaz, and to be a rep- 
resentatives of Diaz means to be Dias. Other- 
wise a man does not remain a governor. 


- Zixplaine the System Used. 

“hey control assessment boards, and this, 
then, is the system of taxation: . 

“ The board is supposed to go to the prop- 
erty to be taxed, each year, examine it, and 
value it impartially. But it never goea The 
appraisement is, im truth, according to the 
influence of him who owtis the land, and as 
the big land owners always are of influence, 
it has been they, who are best able to pay 
taxes, who have had the fewest taxes 
charged to them. 

“To finda great estate taxed at @ value not 
greater than that placed on a little farm ad- 
joining and ownéd by a poor man who has no 


} influence is not at all astonishing in Mexico. 


“ The result is to increase the power of the 
great, owner, because decreasing cost of his 
production, and to make life quite impossible 
for the small owner. 
| i” Pinally, the smal) owner is forced to sell 
to the larger owner against whose his lands 
abut. It is in this way that the big estates 
have ali increased and small estates dimin- 
jshed during the régime of Diaz, although he 
has recently claimed that he is a strong ad- 
yocate of the subdivision of al) great estates. 

“And the magnitude of those estates! It 
makes their owners kings. The Terrassas 
family of Chihuahua may be instanced. They 
are charming .people, worthy people, our 
families have always been good friends. That 
they have been the beneficiaries of the sys- 
tem has not been entirely their fault* 

“But let me tell you what their prop- 
erty oonsists of and then imagine for your- 
self whether I have erred in stating that 
the owners of the large estates are little 
monarchs. My father, who has madea care- 
ful study of such matters, estimates the 
holdings of the Terrassas family at not less 
than 16,000,000 acres, and they, themselves, 
put them at 18,000,000 acres. 

\» “Therefore they own 2,000 square miles, 
or more, a territory seven times that of 
your own Connecticut, fourteen times that 
of ‘Delaware, two-thirds that of your 
Indiana, twice that of your Maryland, nearly 
seven times that of your Massachusetts, 
three times that of your New Hampshire, 
more than three times that of your New 
Jertey, more than twenty-two times that of 


| your Rhode Island, almost three times that 


of your Vermont, and a little more than 
that of your West Virginia. 

“I wonder if you do not agree with us when 
we state that this means a little more of 
territory than it is quite safe for one single 
family to control? 


Fight for Right to Education,

“Wil you imagine what this land@, which, 
notwithstanding these conditions, has added 
so tremendously to the world’s wealth, might 
add to it if in & there existed. a free form of 
government, determined to develop its inhab- 
itants and teach them how to make thé most 
of its resources? 

“It surely must eventually come—if not 
through the revolutions now in progress, as 
we hope it will, then through-some future 
revolution. No man has ever blocked the 
wheels of progress in this world with permae- 
nence. 


Offers Solution of Problem. 

' “This matter of the low taxation of large 
owners and the high taxation of small owners 
is but one detail of the whole vicious system 
of taxation which maintaing in Mexico to- 
day. , 

‘* There has been discussion of all sorts of 
schemes for the—elimination of the evils of 


‘} this system. Particularly has the enforced 


gubdivision of estates been carefully dis- 
cussed, 

“One thing would solve the problem, and it 
ia the only thing which can accomplish it— 
the mere establishment of a fair system of 
taxation, which should make the great land 
owner pay upon each acre, value for value, 
what the poor man pays upon hisacre. This 
would at once achieve the re@ult which is re- 
quired. 

“You see it has been arranged there in 
Chihuahua as elsewhere. The Terrassas fam- 
ily has been placed, notwithstanding its 
great financial interests in the state, at the 
head of the state's government, so that It, it- 
self, directly or through some relative or em- 
ployé, fixes what taxation it shall pay on its 
own property. 

Only Elementary Freedom Asked. 

“ Perhaps these facts may show that the 
revolt in Mexico is not, as has been claimed 
by some, the socialistic movement. The peo- 
ple of the nation do not know the meaning of 
that word. They are not socialista. Where 
could they learn of socialism? 

“They are not troubling yet over the 
theories which other nations have for years 
discuseed. They know nothing of them. 
They are troubling merely for the right to 
their existence and some little measure of 
real freedom. Their battle is not for the ad- 
vanced theoties, but for the elementals of 
the simplest human happiness—those ele- 
mentals which have been insisted on in the 
most rudimentary societies. 

“We are so far at present from even a 
mediocre form of justice in our government 
that advanced ideas about property distribu- 
tion seem to us mere visions of some sieep- 
er's dreams. 

“The situation has become unbearable. 
The government has been acquiring grad- 
ually not only a political power which is in 
fact despotic, but has assumed control of 
all the business and economical resources 
of the country, such as banks, the railroads, 
the tobacco trade, 

“Tt is one of our most anxious plane to 
place a heavy tax on pulque, which is a 
particularly vicious drink. It always makes 
men want to fight. But the pulque hacien- 
das, as things stand, are owned by rich 
men, powerful in the government, and thus 
to fight this one of the most dreadful] forms 
of alcoholism that the world has ever known 
hag been impossible. 

“An increased tax upon the liquor will 
be among the first reforms which Madero 
will annotince: The consumption of this 
terrible fermentation of the cactus has be- 
come & national habit and a nationa) curse... 
Increased taxation, while it would not lift 
the curse from our poor country, would, 
at least, decrease the weight with which 
it rests upon the people. 


Favorites Exempt from Taxes. 
“To go back a' moment to the evils of our 
present system of taxation. Concessions in 
the form of exemption from taxation gre 
given out freely to favorites by men in power, 
which, of course, gives them advantage over 
all competitors who have not been so favored. 
“Ask any American who hes tried, in 
Mexico, to establish a business of his own, if 
he has not quickly learned that to succeed 
he must first see this one and then the other 
influential lawyer, feeing every one of them. 
“Often, if he tells you frankly, you will 
find that his success has been bought only 
through expensive association with high offi- 
cials of the government and free participa- 
tion with him on their part in the profits of 
his business. Otherwise his business, if he 
succeeds in establishing.it at all, will be 
wrecked by those-enjoying special privileges. 
‘Phe Mexican taxation system may be 
summed up thus: The workingman pays all 
he cam and then a little more; the rich man in 
high favor contributes practicaMy nothing. 


Says It’s Crime to Strike. 

“Tt is a crime in Mexico for workingmen to 
strike. Whenever a strike happens it is im- 
mediately stopped by force of arma, if need 
be, and its leaders are imprisoned, 

“The government, you see, is ever fearful 
that a strike may mean formation of a body 
which may gain political power’ and also the 
government is aiways close with sharehold- 
ers in the large employing companies. Strik- 
ers many times have been sent to join the 
army, most unwillingly, thus getting as the 
wages of their strike some 20 cente a day, 
American money. 

* Here ig where ley fuga often finds its 
cause for application. Ley fuga, literally, 
means ‘law of flight’ By it an officer is au- 
thorized to shoot to kill a man who tries to 
run away. It is easy for an officer to say 
that any man whom he has been instructed 
to destroy has tried to run away. 


Gives Instance of “System.” 

“I¢ has been useless to attempt to beat the 
government or any of the favorites of gov- 
ernment in Mexico. In the state of Colima. 
was @ family named Anguiano, consisting of 
two men and their mother. The matter of 
the liquidation of the dead father’s estate 
wae pending in the court. The governor of 
the state, through some other parties, had 
interests opposed to theirs. 

‘The Anguianoes were brave men and made 
a hard legal fight. Several times, on various 
pretexts, they had been imprisoned)but they 
still insisted on what they claimed were their 
plain rights Finally Lamadrid, the goy- 
ernor, called Pizano, one of his subordinates, 
and told him: 

“*Bring me those Anguianos, elive or 
dead,’ 

* Pizano is one of the difficult jefe politico 
class, a man who may be decent in strictly 
private matters, but who will obey his orders 
to the letter, no matter how cruel they may 
be, He was at that time the chief of the 
police. With his men he started to the town 
where the Anguianos lived. Seeing him ap- 
proach, they ran into their house to hide. 
Pizano and his men pursued them, firing. 


Says Death Stops Suits. 

“One of the Anguianos was ehot before he 
reached the house, and as he lay there in the 
street Pizano fired again, killing him. Later, 
in the house itself, he wounded the second 
‘brother, amd when the mother ran to him, 
fell on her kree# and pleaded with him, he 
shot again and killed him.

Danger in Being Honest. 

“Well, a new judge was sent to Colima, and 
Pizano was imprisoned; but this new judge 
happened to be honest and. discovered 
Lamadrid’s connection with the matter, as 
evidenced by Pizano’s statement and those 
of the policemen who went with him. 

“ Pizano merely said he bed obeyed the 
orders given him and had been surprised to 
find himself in jail. The new judge insisted 
on a complete revelation of Lamadrid’s part 
in the matter. What was the result of this? 
Was Lamedrid shamed and punished? No. 
The judge was removed. 

“A third judge was sent down, and even 
he gave a decision which condemned Pizano 
and his officers to death, but he stated that 
there were not grounds enough on which to 
prosecute Lamadrid. The death sentence, 
every one quite understood, would not be ex- 
ecuted; it never is in such cases; it is given 
out to fool the public. - . 

“ But the press was not satisfied so easily. 
It asked for a fuller explanation. Lamadrid 
had not been acquitted; it had merely been 
announced that there was insufficient evi- 
dence on which to convict him, The govern- 
ment did nothing. 


Must Obey Diaz’s Orders, 

“Then the newspapers even appealed to 
Lamadrid’s own sense of dignity and &sked 
him, to trial. He answered by se- 
curing from the Supreme court of his state 
when the case of Pizano went there for re- 
vision, a reduction of the sentence of the 
man and his associates from death to ten 
or twel¥e years’ imprisonment, and a dec- 
laration that there was no reason for fur- 
ther investigation of his own responsibility. 

“Some people believe Diaz supports his 
men in cases of this sort in order to up- 
hold the principle of hie authority, so as 
to educate the people in respect fort; but 
if this were so Lamadrid would surely have 
been out of office after a few months. But 
these things happened eighteen months ago, 
and Lamadrid is still in office, and will be 
reélected. 

“ Dias preserves such men in office, He 
prefers to-have those there on whom he 
hes a hold. Lamadrid must now remain 
his creature, absolutely. To him he oan 
declare: 

“*If you do not obey me as a biinéd man, 
then to jail with you on the old charge,’ 

“The use of malefactors in the govern- 
mental scheme has been a method of Porfirio 
Diaz since his start. He has applied it tn all 
parte of the countrpma The late governor of 
Puebla, retained over twenty years, despite 
the most horrid of oppreseions, was a bandit 
who helped Diaz in the revolution. 

“TI has been said Diaz has. boasted that 
he has been clever in his clearance of ‘the 
country of the bandits by placing them in 
office. But it has also been remarked that 
One result of this has been to inject into the 
government the methods of banditti Lerdo, 
the president overthrown by Diaz, had good 
and honest men in office. Yet they say that 
Mexioo has progressed under Diaz! 

** Mexico has progressed, certainly,’ but ft 
has been its stinted part of the whole world’s 
development. Under better government it 
would: have progressed faster. It has pro- 
gressed in spite of Diaz, not because of him. 

“For instance, we have good railroads. 
Who built them? Much American anda little 
British capital. Who paid for them? The 
Mexican people. What did Diaz do to help 
this? Gave foolish and dishonest concessions 
by which the railroads were subsidized with 
premiums on every kilometer built. 


No Justice for Workingman, 

“ There is no justice whatever for the work- 
ingman in Mexico. In the United Statesand 
other civilized countries a mam can go to 
work and be protected in his wages by the 
courts, but in Mexico he loses courage when 
he sees that any day the jefe politico, fora 
trifling cause or none, can take him from his 
work and send him into prison or to exile. 

“'The factories of the district of Atlixco, in 
the state of Puebla, are among the best. in 
Mexico; yet the workingmen live there in 
constant fear of the authorities At last 
election time they organized a club to sup- 
port my brother for the presidency—just such 
a club as there are thousands of at each cam- 
paign time in the United States. A meeting 
was in progress when Machorro, jefe polit- 
loo, a lieutenant of Gov. Martinez, said to 
an American who had just arfived in town: 


Summary of Rebels’ Complaints, 

“But how foolish to continue multiplying 
out complaints against the government. 
Summarized, they come to this: 

“In Mexico there is no freedom for the 
ordinary citizen—not even freedom from the 
injustices of an entirely unequal taxation. 

“In Mexico not even human life is safe 
from the political assassin, indeed official) 
murders are 60 COMmon a6 to scarcely cause 
comment. 

“In Mexico the masses are deprived of 
suffrage, education, the free press; every- 
thing the free man holds most dear. 

“In Mexico not even women are preserved 
from the vile power of politicians, especially 
the jefe politicos. 

“dn Mexico there never has been and 
there never can be, under the present sys 
tem, an*election which approaches honesty; 
the nation ls @ monarchy in fact; a republic 
but in name. 

“In Mexico things do not go by right, but 

by favor of the powerful, and in this twen- 
tieth century, on this side of the Atlantic: 
ocean, such conditions cannot be much 
longer tolerated. 
, “In Mexieo is slavery, quite pure and sim. 
pie, on the peninsula of Yucatan and a 
condition. not so far from approximating it 
among the laboring classes, everywhere 
throughout our country—a _ sitation meé- 
dleval, inexcusable, impossible.”

MORE MONEY FOR CHARITIES. 


Only Twenty-six Measures Left to Be 
Acted On in the House. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT } 

Springfield, lll, May 13.—{Special.}—The 
omnibus appropriations bill, carrying $7,200,- 
000, came into the house this morning along 
with the tax levy bill, carrying a grand total 
of expenditure of approximately $26,000,000. 

With this as a basis, the present indica- 
tion is that the state tax rate will be 26 cents 
on the $100 and 10 cents for short taxes. 
This is on the new one-third valuation of 
property instead of the one-fifth system, 
which was in effect when the last state pur- 
Poses tax was levied. . 

The financial experts at the state house 
estimate that the tax rate will be just about 
what it was last year. This is based on the 
assumption that there will be no real in-’| 
crease in the total valuation of property. If, 
as is expected, there is to be a one-third in- 
crease In the total property valuations of 
the state, the,-tax rate is estimated at 22 
cents. 

Fund for Charities Increased. 

Of the grand total of appropriations §7,200,- 
000 will go for.the ordinary and extraordi- 
nary expenses of the maintenance of the 
state government.

was carried last week Chancellor Lloyd- 
George and other members of the cabinet 
who favor the measure are ofthe opinion that 
the two or three days necessary for the com- 
pletion of its remaining stages in the house 
of commons ought not be denied, and they 
are expected to press this view upon Premier 
Asquith, whois the most formidable opponent 
of the bill in the ranks of the government. 

Although the prime minister !s reluctant to 
ao anything tewarde facilitating the progress 
of the bill, it is thought that he may recog- 
nize the tactical advantage of passing it on 
to the house of lords, where it will in al! prob- 
ability be rejected. 

By that means the active hostility of the 
militant woman suffragists in constituencies 
would be defiected from the government and 
turned upon the lords, and the obvious ad- 
yantages of such transfers, from a minig- 
terial point of view, may tempt Aequith to 
allow the bill to be sent to the upper house in 
time for it to be there dealt with before the 
session closes.

More than 20,000 Will Aid 
Troops in London Streets. 


FESTIVITIES ARE BEGUN. 


King and Queen Are Showing Less 
Restraint in Public. 


(BY CABL# TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, May 18-~-The police arraage- 
ments for the coronation are practically com- 
pleted. For the next six weeks no member 
of the force wili-he given leave of absence. 
On Coronation day besides the troops more 
than 20,000 uniformed policemen will be along 
the line of the parade drawn exclusively from 
the metropolitan area. Within a radtus o* 
fifteen miles there will be more than 900 
plein clothes men of Scotiand Yard unéer the 
command of Chief Supt. Froest, who has or- 
ganized a specia) branch to deal with Amer- 
ican and continental) crooks. 

Sixty picked men now are at the principal 
hotels in London and the leading seaports, 
chosen for thetr knowledge of the gentlemen 
who are not In jail, but ought to be. 

Under the metropolitan police act: crooks 
will be arrested on sight and charged before a 
magistrate with being undesirable aliens. 
The prisoner may be deported immediately. 
The arrangements show the keenness of Scot- 
land Yard in the undesirable alien matter. 

The music halls in the neighborhood of 
Leicester square, Picadilly, and the Strond 
recentiy are all under the eurveillance of 
Scotiand Yard men Supt. Froest is making 
personal visits to see the men at thetr poste 
and try to “spot” any one England would 
be better without in June. 


Festivities Are Launched. 

The epidemic of coronation festivities start- 
ed on Monday and for six weeks al) individ- 
uality will be sunk in a whirlpool of over- 
crowded ceremonies.

It was noticed at Newmarket that the 
king mixed with the set of racing women 
who generally surrounded Edward VIIL., a)- 
though certain persons in that set had been 
passed over. 

Again during the drive to the Crystal pal- 
ace yeste-day and at the palace the king and 
queen throughout were smiling and animat- 
ed, beaming with good nature. They dis- 
played no trace of the boredom which occa- 
sionally has been noticed on similar occe- 
sions. The cheers of their subjects were al! 
the heartier for this.

especially because the big event was aban- 
doned in 1910 on account of the death of Ed- 
ward. 

At .least 50,000 Americans and Canadians 
are expected for the coronation.

LORDS HASTENING 
THEIR OWN FALL 


Opposition to Liberal Plans 
Brings Defeat on Veto Bill 
More Swiftly. 


HOME RULE IS CERTAIN. 


Liberals Will Accept No Compro- 
mise Upon Big Issues Which 
Are at Stake.

LONDON, Mey 13.— The Tortes have 


: reached that stage which a prize fighter 


reaches when he is so clearly beaten that 
he strikes out wildly and anyhow and. thus 
exposing himself to worse punishment, 
brings defeat more speedily and more c™a- 
pletely. 

Every new Tory move strengthens and 
unites their enemies and weakens ané divides 
their own ranks. Lansdowne's new scheme 
for the. house of lords reform, for instance, 
has not won a single Liberal and has mace 
the Liberals now more confident and aggres- 
sive than ever. 

The scheme was intended by Lansdowne 
to make the Liberal position on the veto 
dill so difficult that they might be forced 
to accept the scheme as an alternative ‘o the 
veto bill and thus get rid of the veto Din. 


Morley Answers Proposal. 

The Liberal re to such a suggestion came 
promptly and defiantly from the lips of Lord 
Moriey in thé house of lofds. He sald no 
such a suggestion would be entertained for 
a moment. The veto bill must go forward 
till it becomes a law, and yet nobody ccnies 
that the Lanedowne echeme, though deferc- 
tive and fantastic, marks an extraordinary 
advance on any proposal for self-destruction 
yet advanced by the Tort 

It is from their point of view a death and 
burial by their own hands without any hope 
of the resurrection of the old house of lorcs 

Such an abject surrender and such suicide 
cemes within two years of the rejection of 
the Lioyd-George budget in the most arre 
gant form of the lords’ pretension to omnipo- 
tence. It was the most remarkable, speed- 
iert, and moet complete case of teif-cestruc- 
tion of century-old tyranny known tc history. 


Backwoodsmen Are Deserted. 

In the meantime Lansdowne’'s proposal fur- 
ther breaks up the Tory ranks. The back- 
woodsmen peers who obeyed Lansdowne’s 
advice in rejecting the budget are rewarded 
by being thrown by him to the Libera! wolves. 
Gould, the Liberal caricaturist, hits off the 
situation delightfully, representing Lans- 
downe as the headsman with a» ax in his 
hand, the block at his feet swec.ly invitire 
the backwoodsmen to put their heads on the 
block.

audience, only replied with joud guffaws at 
these prdphecies of a coming national dis- 
aster.

Outlook for the Future. 

We now know clearly the prospect of the 
immediate future. The house of lords finally 
has resolved to accept the veto bil) on second 
reading. The peers will then postpone the 
subsequent stages till after the cmionation 
and then will begin an attempt to cajole the 
of some k 
other. The Liberals will be asked t 
veto bill and accept a new and reforms 
house of lords as a substitute. 

The latter suggestion already has been dis- 
missed by the Liberals. Next the lords will 
propose the dropping of home rule from th» 
scope of the veto bill. That suggestion al- 
ready has been rejected with equa! emphasis, 
and ‘then all of their dexterous and panic- 
stricken suggestions being refused, the lords 
will finally accept, with a big gulp, the veto 
bill in ite present shape, and we shall go on to 
the next stage of the strugele—namely: the 
introduction and fight over the home rule bill. 

Force Home Rule Action. 

That bill will be parsed through the house 
of commons by next tummer. Then if it is 
rejected by the lords a fierce agitation will 
open in the country, and some people sup- 
pose that with the veto gone, the house of 
lords may consent to some compromise which 
will relieve the Liberals and Irish from the 
necessity of passing a home rule bill the sec- 
ond and third time, and waiting another year 
for home rule. 

Finally I must add to this record of this 
week of extraordinary Liberal triumph the 
reéntrance of Lioyd-George once mcre into 
the parltiamemtary scene amid a biaze of 
limelight and a glowing and universal wei- 
come to his gigantic insurance scheme, 

Needs Are Mainly Physical. 

It is somewhat surprising to find that the 
struggle over the veto bill, which began ip 
such tumult and fervor, is becoming so tame. 
If the campaign of the Tories came in iike @ 
Hon, it seems to be going out like a lamb, 

At one time it seemed as if the bili would 
never get through; now we seem oF the other 
hand to be within sight of the haven. It is 
hard to account for the change, and all kinds 
of theories are current to account for it 
Probably sheer physical fatigue has a good 
deal to do with it. 

No body of men can carry on filibustering 
for an indefinite time, and the Tories have 
been filibustering for many weks. All night 
sittings take the energy Out of most men, even 
when they are young, and the ministry gave 
the Tories plenty of all night sittings whep 
they asked for them. 

Through these sittings the Irishmen set an 
example. Although Redmond, ~ ilion, ané 
myself are no longer young, we eat throug* 
nearly all of them, saying nothire wut deter 
mined to set an example to all those who are 
1 engaged in this tremendous battle cor Eng- 
lish and Irigh liberty.

ARE PICTURESQUE 
History of Antique Institu- 
tion Prominent in Corona-~ 
tion of British King. 


MILITARY. AND CIVIL. 


Henry V. Created Office in the 
Year 1417 to Correct Usurpa- 
tions of Armorial Bearings.

George V., on the occasipn of @ie corona- 
tion, will be attended by five other kings, all 
of them hislieges, and at the most impressive 
momgnt of the ceremony, when the primate 
of all Engtand, the archbishop of Canterbury, 
places the crown upon his heed, and when 
all the peers of the realm, assembled in the 
anciem abbey of West minster, simultaneous- 
ly don their coronets, which until thet mo- 
ment they have carried in their hands, the 
five kings in question, more gorgeously ar- 
rayed than any others present, excepting thé 
central figure of the pageant, will place their 
crown upop their heads. They are the five 
kings of arms, namely: Garter king of arms 
of England, with his two provincials; Nor- 
roy, king of arms, whose province embraces 
all England north of the Trent; and Claren- 
cleux king of arms, whose jurisdiction ex- 
tends over the entire kingdom south of ‘the 
Trent. The other two kings of arme are 
Lyon, whose rule comprises all Scotland, and 
Ulster, who is the king of arme for Ireland. 


oo 

These kings of arms, though far and away 
the most picturesque feature of the corona- 
tion. arrayed. like their attendant heralds 
and pursuivants, in gorgeous medieva! tab- 
ards and holding in their hands their scep- 
ters, topped with the royal arme of Great 
Britain and Ireland, are not by any means 
mere Ornamental adjuncts of the scene in 
that sacred edifice, within the hoary walls of 


they are important and active participants in 
the ceremony, and when the coronation is 
completed it is Garter king of arms who, tak- 
ing his place at the west door of the abbey, 
after a warning biast from the great silver 
clarions of the trumpeters of state, wil) pro- 
claim in ringing tones the style and the titles 
of the newly crowned sovereign as “ the most 
high, most mighty and-most excellent mon- 
arch, George the Fifth by the grace of God, 
king of the United Kingdom of Great Britain | 
and Ireland, king, defender of the faith, em- 
peror of India, and sovereign of all the British 
dominions beyond the seas.’’ 

The references to India and to the British 
dominions beyond the seas were included 
for the first time in a coronation proclama- 
tion when Edward VII. was crowned and 
may be said to take the place of the men- 
tion of the English sovereign as ruler of 
France. which was included in all English 
coronation prociamations down to the reign 
of George IV: This proclamation of George 
V. by Garter king of arms will be the con- 


cluding -act of the historic ceremony and 
not the least important one, by any means, 
since it is intended to make known to all 
present in the abbey and to the whole world 
outside its walis that George V. has been 
duly crowned, recognized, and consecrated 
as ruler of the mighty British empire. »

Whereas, there is no such thing as any 
ceremony in connection with the investiture 
of peers with their coronets, which they 
never have any occasion to use or to wear, 
save at the coronation of the sovereign, the | 
crowning of the king at arms is a stately 
affair. This takes place at:the Royal College | 
of Heralds in Queen Victoria street; Lon- | 
don, in the handsome hal! known as the court 
of chivalry, of which the Duke of Norfolk, 
as hereditary earl marshal is the presiding 
officer. It is he who administers to the king 
of arms the oath of office, which is sworn, not 
only on the gospels, but also on the sword, in 
token of the fact that his office is military as | 
well as clyil. The earl marshal then pours 


arms from a silver gilt cup with a cover. 


marshal arid then the “king ’’ is invested by 
the attencant heralds with a tabard of velvet. 
on which are embroidered the royal arms, 
and with a silver gilt collar or chain of 8 &., 
the pendants of which are two portcyllises 
of silver gilt, after which the earl marshal 
hands him his wand of office, or “ scepter,” 
and places on his head the crown of a king of 
arms. 

This was formerly identical with the ducal

But 48 @-/ title of Garftr king of arms, and should be 


not only the principal dignitary of the order 
of the Garter within the Royal College of 
Afms, but likewise chief of the other kings 
of arms, heralds, and pursuivants. To Gar> 
ter belongs “ the correction of arms usurped 
or borne unjustly, and fhe power of grant- 
ing armorial bearings to those who have be- 
come entitled thereto by elevation of rank." 
In former times Garter and his two provin- 
cial kings, Norroy and Clarencieux, were 
intrusted with the duty of preventing the 
Unlawful assumption of arms and quarter- 
ings, and with the punishment of the culprits 
by means of fines and imprisonment: They 
were wont to make visitations to the various 
counties within their jurisdiction, assisted 
by the heralds, who, six in number for Eng- 
land, bears the titles of Windsor, Chester, 
Lancaster, York, Richmond, and Somerset, 
and in Scotland are known as Albany, Rothe- 
say, and Ross, and in Ireland as Athione, 
Dublin, and Cork. 

Many of the older. families of the United 
‘Kingdom retain to this dey among their 
archives documentary evidence of these 
heraldic visitations, for the purpose of ex- 
amination of ‘their armorial bearings, in the 
days of the Tudor and Stuart kings, and 
proofs bearing the stamped signature and 
seal of the king of arms of their province of 
the fact that everything relating to their 
escutcheon had been found in apple pie order 
and officially Saige 


Today penalties for misuse of roye) arms 
are no longer enforced and the consequence 
that the usurpation of arms and the lar.

Sig. Cavagnari Charges That Nation’s

Broadway’sLatestImportation 
Is the Gentle Art of Guying.

New York.—\|Special correspondence.]|—Has Broadway caught the guying habit 
from the Strand? ‘The worst we used to do to an unpleasing play was to sit in 
solemn silence and so turn its christening into its funeral. But surely we have made 
a start in the sport of ridicule. it began with the evening of fierce fun at the fiasco 
of “ London Folliés,” it Kept om with “The Lights o’ London,” and just now we 
‘Rhe Dryad.” 

Ap ‘ector from Mngiand aséured me that It was nothing else than New York’s 
outbreaking jealousy and hatred of everything-from -Londem~Nonsense. There is no 
such antipathy. Anglomania is bygone, but it hasn’t been followéd by Anglophobia. 
Why, “rhe Dryad” was introduced here by Adeline Genee, London’t pet dancer, and 
haven’t we cuddled and coddled her? Nor did any one say boo to anything she did 
in this play. We clapped our hands uncommonly at her mute personation of «a dryad 
fairy, who lived in a tree, but broke out in the wildwood to gather flowers, discover 
her beauty in a brook, and dance for the joy of life in the open. 

A comely shepherd wandered in the forest that day and he and the dryad saw 
each other, im a minute they were lovers. In another he was singing his passion te 
her. immediately after his ballad she was responding fondly in a pantomomic dance, 
Peculiar to this piece were its dumb heroine and melodie hero. Nothing but sorrow 
came to the fairy through her encounter with the mortal, however, for when the 
shepherd came again he brought along a peasant girl whom he was to marry. That 
bioke the dryad’s beart and she died in graceful contortions. Adeline was all right. 

But pretty much everything else was wrong. The scenery of medium size was 
set on an unusually spacious stage without being pieced out to the width. Through 
open spaces at the sides, when a tremendous storm came on, men in their shirt sleeves 
were visible making the thunder by shaking a sheet of copper, the lightning by touch- 
ing the ends of electric wires, the rain by rattling shot in a tim cylinder, and the 
wind by drawing a silk cloth over a rough surface. The laughter was at that die 
iilusion and not at Genee, Unconscious of the revelation of stage methods, she de- 
picted in eloquent movements her terror at the commotion of the elements. 

& ballet master had provided a dozen pairs of his pupils to do old English morris 
dancing. ‘They. served to enhance the beauty of Genee’s activity by contrast, for they 
were clumsy novices and they were guyed cruelly. The third incentive of derision 
was the premature debut of a young girl as a ballet dancer. When she got on her 
toes and toddied around in a small, uncertain circle, some one cried out: “ Turkey 
trot.” ‘that wasn’t poiite, but it was so apt that laughter rewarded it.

You don’t know the turkey trot? New York didn’t unti] three weeks ago, when 
a frisky soubrette introduced it in a new farce, it has displaced the wornout apache 
variant of the waltz. Ata music cue, the hold of the dancers on each other suddenly 
becomes so close a hug that their feet haven’t room for the usual steps and they 
merely hop in one spot during several circlings. It is as if after sixty seconds of 
decorum they gave way to ten of disorderly ardor. The hopping in thése spells is 
the turkey trot, It passed from the stage into society quickly and at two levels— 
high and low. / 

Un the night that turkey trotting was first seen on the stage a fashionable box 
party turned slummers after a midnight supper and went to the resort that chances 
to be the town’s newest show place of rough, tough pleasure. To get into it they 
passed through a hallway alongside a shut barroom to a covered and closely fenced 
backyard.

The word “variety,” in its strictly ety- 
mological sense, is quite as applicable to the 
so-called vaudeville theater today as it was 
years ago, but we have grown to associate 
variety in the “show business” with yul- 
arity. / 


Kt fe astonishing how the people follow ene 
another in thought. One never would apply 
the word “ polite ” to variety, but all vaude- 
Ville of any worth’ has come! tel mean “ pe- 
lite"’ vaudeville. 

Perhaps more than to any other man the 
credit for the change in vaudeville belongs 
to the late Charles BE. Kohl. He early: found 
that the youth or business man, @s well as 
‘the maid or the matron, preferred to laugh 
without flushes, so he began to weed out all 
the suggestive parte of the acts that were 
offered to him. In consequence his clienté6le 
changed and he decided that he must build 
&@ refined theater where he might welcome 
the most refined men and women.

say—and that really has been the business 
method of our vgudeville theaters 

I think ft ie not necessary for me to say 
that this principle has paid large returns.

But we have 
found out that profanity can be eliminated 
from our stage without smashing any of the 
dramatic unities, even if it does crack a few 
traditions. Those who Mugh at an oath may 
laugh the loudest, but they will not laugh 
the longest or oftenest. 

The manager of vaudeville must have the 
qualities of an editor and it is not always 
what he leaves in but what he cuts out that 
counts. He must certainly appeal to the 
great American middle class, as it fleefrom 
them that he gets his bubiness. We have 
hundreds of patrons who have their seats 
booked for every week im the year, and 1 
yenture that we would lose every one of these 
if we lowered the standard at all. 

No, from my long experience with affairs 
of the’ stage, I have learned one thing thor- 

oughly. The American people ilke bright 
humor, keen wit, smart repartee, skillful 
action, and originality in their entertain- 
ment, but they do not really care for any- 
thing which borders on the suggestive. 

We are essentially a clean minded people, 
and I for one am giad of it, even if our con~

Duel Is Best Ever 
By Sam Bernard. 


Because they are laughing successes—and 
perhaps always will be—I fight a duel as 
often as the librettos of my plays permit. 
The public loves a comic stage duel. And 
the reason, I believe, is that they contain al- 
ways a large element of the dramatic, or pos. 
sibly the theatric. Comedy duels must be 
played seriously. It can scarcely be said that 
I ever am taken seriously, but it isa fact that 
I am as‘serious as Lear ravitg at the ele- 
ments when I act my duels, 

No matter how funny the scene may be, 
it ls played in a serious vein, for on the ele- 
ment of suspense the success of the act lies. 
The comedy points should puncture the dra- 
matic fiber. 
the serious acting the necessary foundation. 
If you try to enact the converse, the scene 
will not succeed. “‘ The Merchant of Venice *’ 
is a comedy with tragic reliefs; the comedy 
duel is serious with lighter strokea I have 
tried the duel scene from every angle; I have 
failed and succeeded, and now it is both a 
mathématical and a psychological calculation 
with me. 

I should love to nhaas Bob Acres. Don’t 
laugh! I don’t want to burlesque it, although 
“The Rivals” would make a splendid bur- 
lesque, but I think I could “ play it straight 
and succeed. The Bob Acres duel is impres- 
sively funny because it has an underlying 
motive of pathos, and the finer effects cannot 
be obtained by overemphasizing the gro- 
tesque. At least that is my idea.

vate right and undermining necessary con- 
ditions bf progress. 

The main doct¥ine of conservation was 
fot denied, but it was demanded of con- 
servationists that a more définite program 
be announced and ita principles clearly de- 
veloped. 

This challenge was accepted by the cham- 
pions of conservation, and chiefly through 
the National Conservation association—per- 
haps the most distinguished end representa- 
tive citizens’ organization in the United 
States—the principles of the conservatioa 
movement have been formulated, so that 
every American, in or out of ce life, may 
know them and align himself for or against 
them as his convictions or his interests lead. 
him. 

There is today in the state of Lllinols 
perhaps the greatest question of conserva; 
tion now at .issue in any state of the union, 
the question of the conservation of the 
water power values developed and develop- 
able in the Desplaines and Llinois rivers, 
These vaines, active and potential, have 
been created by the turning of water from 
Lake Michigan through the sanitary canal 
at the expense, when present plans are com- 
pleted, of $80,000,000 taxed upon the people 
of the sanitary district. 

What, then, are the principles of ¢on- 
servation, as evolved by the National Con- 
servation association, applicable to this 
water power development? Here are the 
four chief principles of public policy as de- 
fined by counsel for the association: 

Water power developmenis should de: 

1. Prompt. Power sttes should be developed, not 
held unused for speculative purposes. 

2. Complete. Cheap and partial development for 
large and quick profits should nol take p 80 
as to prevent full development for ate 
profits. Therich cream should net be skimmed 
and the milk thrown away. 

3. Orderiy. Siream 2 @ wnit from 
source t0 mouth. It should be applied to hu- 
man needs (potation, . trrigation, 
power, etc.) in such order of preference or in 
auch combination aa will be of greatest public 
benefit 


yo 


4. All the above standards should be reasonable in 
view of economic conditions and business posst. 
bilities. 

If left as it has been left by the inaction 
of suécessive assemblies our water power 
situation will violate evéry one of these 
principles of public policy. 

For example, as to the policy of prompt 
development, although private interests were 
quick to acquire power sites as soon as it 
was realized that water in quantity suffi- 
cient to create power would be turned into 
the Desplaines and [llinois, there has been 
little development in good faith. The sites 
either have been held for speculative put, 
poses or as parts of @ larger project to he 
develaped or poet; according to the profit of 
contfolling ¢entral interests, Local public 
intepeats, the interest of communities and 
individuals im need of service, are ignored 
by buch @ policy. The public must wait 
upon corporation strategy and private ad- 
vantage, 

Happily for tublic tights in this case, this 
delay haa worked in some degree for goo4, 
provided no-more time is lost in acqusang 
undeveloped sites by the state as recom- 
mended in the governor’s recent message. 

As to thé polity of complete development, 
there can be little doubt that unless action 
is taken to place the state in control of the 
power situation,. private capital will soon 
command it.. The inevitable result of this 
will be the “ pattial development for large 
and quick profite opposed by conservation 
poligy. The * rich cream ” will be skimmed 
ahd the “milk” thrown away. The care- 
ful, completg development which is compat- 
ible with mpderate profits has no charms 
for the private corporation organized not to 
serve the publig in the best way but solely 
to earn, or at least to acquire, dividends. 

To illustrate: Ina givén stretch of stream 
there is a total fall of, say, 27 feet. At 
about 20 feet more or less, according to en 
gineering opinion, an efficient and economic 
fall ig found. Say at this point in the stream 
an investment ef $1,000,000 brings a re- 
turn of $200,000, or about 20% on this in- 
véstment. But ifthe power were developed 
at 27 feet the necessary investment would 
be in the neighborhood of $2,000,000, 
while the return would be $300,000, or only 
16%. 

Whieh plan would a private enterprise 
adopt? That which at the expense of one 
million brings in 20@—and wastes seven 
feet of fall power—or that which involves 
the larger investment and the snialler re- 
turn, but utilizes the whole fall? 

The private enterprise would “skim the 
cream” and throw the milk away. That 
ig not conservation in the public interest. 

Even less compatible is the establishment 
of vested private rights and the develop- 
ment of power by private corporations with 
the “orderly” principle of devéloping all 
the uses of a stream as a unit from source to 
mouth, to fulfil] human needs, such as sani- 
tation, navigation, irrigation, etc., in such 
order of preference or in such combinatidn 
as will be of greatest public benefit. The 
purpose, the lawful purpose, of the private 
enterprise is to make as much money for its 
investors as possible by the exploitation of 
ite fights and powers to the full. Every 
means known to resourceful men in law or 
tactics will be used to defend vested privates 
rights against modification and control tg 
the publi¢ interest. A stream under such 


: conditions cannot be developed in an orderly 


manner so as to bring the greatest good to 
the greatést number.

the theaters, instead of evolving order out 
of chaos at Safia, and devoting near & quarter 
of a century of his life to the building up of 
Builgeria from a mere vassal Ottoman state 
into @ powerful independent kingdom. 

The czar had bestowed upon him the Order 
of . He had received the Order of 
the Annunciation from Italy, of the Black 
Eagié from the kaiser, and the Order of the 
Elephant from Denmark, ail of them more or 
less the equivalent of thé Golden Fieece tn 
Austria ahd Spain and of the Order of the 
Garter in England.

But tm the case of the Austrian Golden 
Fleece its rules require active membership of 
the Roman Catholic church and obedience 
thereto, and Ferdinand had placed himself 
beyond [fs pale by causing his son to be 
converted as a mere child from an Ca- 
tholicism to membership of the Orthodox 
Greek Rite—that is to say, the national de- 
homination of Bulgaria~in defiance of his 


oécasion of his marriage and tod the parents 
of his first wife but also to the late Pope Leo 
X11. 

Then, too, Ferdinand is an object of partic- 
ulaf aversion to the Austrian heir apparent, 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, who, when he | 
met him at the obsequies of King Edward, 
declined even to tow to bim or to acknow!l- 
edgé his presence in any way whatsoever on 
the ground that a prince who had broken his 
word so many times was unfit for associating 
with meh of honor. 


~~ 

If Emperor Francis Jogeph has finally 
yielded to the solicitations of Ferdinand and 
has bestowed upon him the Order of the Gofd- 
en Fleece tf is solely and entirely for political 
reasons, since, with Servia so openly and pro- 
vokingly hostile to everything Austrian, it is 
a matter of considerable importatice in con- 
nection with the critical situation in the Bal- 
kans that Bulgaria's good will should be re- 
tained by Austria. 

King Ferdinand is now making a dead set, 
so I hear, at Kirig George, for the Order of 
the Garter, and it ts with this object in view 
that he has invited himself to the coronation 
in London next month. An attempt was made 
to head him off by an intimation to the effect 
that foreign soveréigns were not expected 
but merely heifs apparent, since it was con- 
trary to etiquet that any foreign sovereigns, 
save those clogely related to the reigning 
family, should be present at the ceremony to 
detract attention and importance from the 
principal figures of the pagéant—namely: the 
king and queen of England. 


-~o 

To this he replied that he was not coming as 
king of Bulgaria but as a near and dear rela- 
tive, which he is certainly not, sincé his 
cousinship to the English royal family, beth 
on the father’s and mother’s side, is quite 
remote. Moreover, at the obsequies of King 
Edward he conducted himself in such a way 
as to,give much offense to the royal family 
and to the English officials brought into con- 
tact with him, Having received already the 
Order of the Bath, it would be difficult in the 
distribution of the Order of the Garter among 
the principal heirs apparent who have not yet 
received it to withhold it from the only for- 
eign king present—namely: Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria. 

Of course, King Ferdinand might have ob- 
tained the Order of the Golden Fieece from 
King Alfonso of Spain. But the Spanish 
Golden Fleece does not rank nearly so high 
as that ef Austria, and while Austrians are 
forbidden te accept the Spanish Golden 
Fleece it has always been regarded as con- 
trary to etiquet for any foreign ruler or prince 
to don the Spanish Golden Fleece in the de- 
minion‘of Emperor Francis Joseph, the only 
monarch té vielate this rule being the kaiser. 


~~ 

In Austrja non-Catholics are rigorously 
barred. from the order, and Roman Catholi- 
cism, a8 well as blue blooded ancestry for a 
number of generations back, is a sine qua 
non. It is therefore restricted to members of 
the imperial family and to the gregtest no- 
bles. tn Spain the crown is much more lib- 
eral in its bestowal. Plebelan ancestry is no 
disqualification, and a number of statesmen 
of humble origin have been decorated. More- 
over, it is bestowed freely on Protestant roy- 
alty and foreign statesmen, and King Ead- 
ward, King George, Emperor William, and 
the late Prince Bismarck all received Golden 
Fleeces from Spain, as did also King George's 
grandfather, the prince consort, and the first 
Duke of Wellington. 

All sorts of legends and stories, some of 
them possible and others of an impossible 
character, are related concerning the origin 
of the order. The two most generally accept- 
ed stories are one to the effect that it was 
founded by Philip the Good, Duke of Bur- 
gundy, in honor of the magnificent golden 
tresses of the most beautiful of his favorites, 
and another that he did so in recognition of 
the fact that Bruges, in his days the richest 
city in Hurope, owed its prosperity to its 
woolen trade. 

The first investiture took place in 1430 at 
Bruges, The grand mastership remained in 
the possession of the Dukes of Burgundy until 
on the death of Charles the Bold, without 
male issue, it passed to his son-in-law, the 
Emperor Maximilian of Germany. From that 
time its chieftainship has belonged to the im- 
perial house of Hapsburg, which until 1700 
oecupied the throne of Spain. 

~~ 

At the beginning of the eighteenth century, 
when the death of the last Hapsburg ruler of 
Spain resulted In the war of succession and 
in the eventual assignment of the throne of 
Spain to the French Duke of Anjou, grand. 
son of Louis XIV., a violent quarrel ensued 
on the subject of the Golden Fleece. The 
new Bourben king insisted that it was « 
Spanish order, while the German emperor 
claimed that it belonged exclusively to the 
house of Hapsburg, and that from the mo. 
ment that the latter had ceased to occupy the 
throne of Spain the connection of the order 
with the Spanieh crown terminated ipso 
facto. 

On ordinary occasions the jeweled insignia,

Love ig thus self-revealing. Our truest for- 
mula of belief consists not in what our minds 
assent to and our reason acknowledges, but 
rather in what our desires are drawn to. A 
soul sometimes deceives itself in what it says, 
for our words are themselves but thought 
forms borrowed from others, an@ in what it 
does, for few of one's acts carry with them 
one’s utter approval; but no soul is ever de- 
osived in what it likes. 

Let us analyze, as far as We can, this thing 
called love, using the term in its highest 
sense, and meaning the emotion that beau- 
tifies the family, preserves frietidebip, and 
appropriates God. 

First of all it is a distinct emotion. It 
com@s,_a@8 we say, from the heart, and not 
from the intellect or the will. As near as we 
can define it, it is that pleasurable feeling 
aroused in us by the presence of the beloved 
object in our thoughts. 

It.is well not to drift away from this com- 
mon sense basis. No intellectual process, no 
speech nor act, can be called love, unless it 
be heated from our subconscious self by this 
strange fire. We love a mam or a book or a 
flower, only as the thought of thé object in 
question gives us pleasure, and stirs this 
emotion. : 

Those whé talk of loving God, therefore, 
when there is no inward joy, no stir of the 
feeling in 8Ome ardent measure, are clearly 
mistaken. They may obey God, or approve 
of him, or fear him, but they do not love him 
except he fnakes in them some spot of glad- 
ness. 

Is it not absurd then, it may be inquired. 
to command us to love God? Can love be 
forced by the will? If it cannot, and It cer- 
tainly cannot, as it lies beneath the will and 
moves before the will, why should Jesus 
put as the supreme “ duty " of man the love 
of God? 

The answer to this plain and substantia! 
objection is this: that the command to love 
anything essentially good and beautiful is 
no more nor less than a command to learn to 
know it. 

We are justified in commanding any human 
being to love, for instance, Shakespeare's or 
Rafael's works, because by common consent 
such art ought to appeal to a normal, healthy 
taste. 

So we ought to love the beauties of nature, 
and deeds of heroism, self-sacrifice, and the 
like, and little children. The obligation here 
consists in our being human beings; who- 
ever does not like such things steps aside 
from the human race, he is perverted, and is 
a subject for the alienist and not for the 
moralist. 

God, no matter what our religion may be. 
so long as it is civilized, stands for the per- 
fection of human character... In him are all 
those exceliencies every right minded person 
wants to possess. Naturally, therefore, sim- 
ply to conceive of such a being must awaken 
in us love to him. 

If the thought of Ged is di teful to us 
we either have a false and distorted notion 
of what God is, or our. tastes are perverted 
and our backs turned upon what we know to 
be really worth whilé. 

The command to love God is a command to 
know God, to think of him, to come into the 
influence of his personality. Once we see 
God we can no more help glowing in love to} 
him than wé can help the glow in our hearts 
when we see a perfect rose, a corgeous sun- 
set, a kind deed, or an innocent child. 

The curse of sensualism, of selOshness. of 
hate, of greed, and of all flesh centered or 
égo centered passions is that they stop up the 
eye of the soul. “ Blessed are the pure in 
heart, for they shall see God.’’ 

Lowness, péssimism, and all bitter and base 
thinking not only prevent'us from ceeing 
God, but also from seeing anything elge that 
is worth seeing. Bound in such meshes we 
cannot see a woman ag her spirit should be 
looked on, nor a man for what he really is, 
nor any of the moral loveliness of the unj- 
verse. 

I do not ask that your ideg of God be the 
same as mine, for perhaps both @ us are 
far from the truth, but it is right te demand 
of any man that he have some notion or men- 
tal image of the highest, truest. noblest 
things in life; whatever your God may be he 
ought to be no less than that; and you are 
ata the meaning of life if you don’t love

The proposed concerts on the lake frorit 
would bring the best music to the masses, 
That the masses are ready and eager to listen 
to such music is amply attested by the gen- 
erous patronage enjoyed by the Sunday con- 
certs given in Fullerton hall under the aus. 
pices of the Chicago Woman's club. A 
emall orchestra of seven pieces has present- 
ed twenty-seven programs, which have com- 
binéd the popular classics and the better 
class of so-called popular compositions in 
judicious proortion, Two concerts were 
given each Sunday afternoon. But 10 cents 
admission was charged, ahd the public has 
responded so generously that capacity houges 
were the rule.

the expense of transportation added, wae able 
#6 draw audiences that at time exceeded 5,000 
and averaged over half that number for his 
prosperous seasons, it would seem that an 
estimated attendance of 10,000 at the pro- 
posed lake front concerts is not exaggerated 

The summer concerts given by Theodore 
Thomas in the ofd Exposition building seem 
to have been profitable undertakings. Cer- 
tainly they paid in other things if not in 
money, for to them Wwe owe the permanent 
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establishment of the orchéstra. Even as 
those concerts first proved te Chicagoans 
that they were @ music loving people, so the 
eoncerts now planned by the Woman's club 
should infinitely expand the scope and in- 
fluence of aTRERORIO music * the city.

The Manchester (2 (Bnagiend) Guardian, under 
Gate of April 19, prints e correspondent’s at- 
eount of the conoerts given {n Toronto by the 
Sheffield choir, Aside from the fact that the 
Canadian critic fully supports the verdict 
of the Chicago reviewers ag to the merits 
of the chorus the article will interest Ameri- 
can supporters of this organisation chiefly 
in the implication ¢dntained in its headlines 
and reiterated ip the text. For the chorus 
directed by Dr, Coward is not described a 
the Sheffield choir. The English journal 
calls it the Yorkshire choir. The Canadian 
correspondent refers to it as Dr. Coward's 
Yorkshire choir, and openly questions the 
managerial policy that employed the name 
ef the choral organization reputed to be the 
feremost in England. 

To the Amepican music lover who thought 
he was listening to the Sheffield ghoir or a 
portion of it, this circumstance faises a dis- 
quieting question. The correspondent of the 
Guardian writes: “ A tactical error was un- 
doubtedly made by Dr. Harriss in announcing 
the ehorus as the ‘ Sheffield choir,’ inasmuch 
as the impression created by a choir bearing 
the same name tn 1008 in its tour through 
eastern Canada under Dr. Harries’ manage- 
ment was of a nature not calculated to inspire 
the utmost confidence as to the artistic 
merits of the present organization.” 

This only partly answer's the question, 
Was the chorus directed by Dr. Coward real- 
ly the Sheffield choir, which had earned such 
unstinted praise In England and Germahy? 
Be that as it may, the praisé accorded it on 
its present tour, both in Chicago and Toronto, 
Cannot be described as urqualified.

well drawn, carefully studied sketches from 
nature and architecture, mostly in low tones 
and of a kind now somewhat old fashioned, 
but excellent in their way.

It was a terrible blunder, no artist shou!4 
have made it. Small wonder that he secretly 
visited the church, armed with a sculptor’s 
tool, a hammer. When he had finished the 
beautiful female angels were scattered over 
the floor in fragments and it is whispered that 
he saved only one small dainty hand to re- 
mind him of his anatomical error. Many 
artists have been ignorant of this importa 
fact, that according to all tradition, the 
angelic host is entirely male. In Protestant 
conception, at least, no female desecrates the 
holy atmosphere of heaven, nor will, until the 
last great day. It is only the Roman an4 
Greek churches that recognize the gentle 
Madonna as the queen of heaven, and but 
few women realize how much they owe to her 
tardy elevation to a spiritual throne. 

Be that as it may. the fact remains that 
the government and religion, like the angelic 
host, are and have been almost entirely 
male. In the nineteenth century, however, 
a change began. There was an awakening 
among women such as the world had never 
seen. There was a groping outside for a 
wider life, for education, -for greater oppor- 
tunities. Later there came a demand for 
freedom. 

This awekening was due to many causes— 
economic, social, intellectual; any one of

Only those who knéw something of the 
true history of woman, who see the story of 
the race asa dramasilowly unfolding through 
the ages, who realize how the status of 
woman has changed in the last century; who, 
in fact, know life, can truly eppreciate whet 
it means to have the governor of a. great state 
proclaim e@ Mother’s day, to have him set 
aside one day on which each one is to remem- 


- ber his own mother, to visit her or write to 


her, or, if she hae departed this life, to do 
something for some else in her name. 

There is no love like. mother love. It isthe 
purest, the most unselfish. Not that mothers 
are wiser than other people. Under our pres- 
ent scheme of education they are sometimes 
far from wise. Tons of literature are pre- 
pared for their especial benefit, much of it 
containing either frivolous or inane sugges- 
tions concerning conduct or that peculiar 
form of morals that is the lusty survival of a 
servile, aristocratic, and unjust world. 

There is, however, a wisdom that comes 
with motherhood under normal conditions 
that is most valuable. Mother love is now 
seen to have been the great uplifting force of 
the human world. Without it the human 
family could not have evolved, could not have 
risen above the animal stage. It was the 
mother that humanized the race—no, not the 
mother, but the child, with its prolonged in- 
fancy, forcing the mother to care for it 
through the long, precarious years. The 
mother herself was an evolution, an involun- 
tary one, and the wisdom she learned during 
her long apprenticeship is the wisdom that 
made civilization possible. 

In time to come the wearing of the white 
flower on Mother’s day may well be made to 
include not only one’s own mother, who 
risked her life for you, who cared for you 
through weary years, who sacrificed that you 
might have comforts, who denied herself that 
you might have luxuries, but also include 
honor to those race mothers that in the far off 
prehistoric times made humanity ané civili- 
zation possible.

The latest purchase by the Friends of Amer- 
ican Art isa big marine of the open steel-biue 
sea by Fred J. Waugh. This is doubtless a 
good example of the most photographic and 
lifeless of our prominent marine painters. It 
fe true to the fact, Mke an instantaneous 
photograph, but it suggests little more of the 
motion and majesty, the deep color and 
story of the sea. Its water is not wet: as an 
artist smid, it looks “ frozen.” Ané the pic- 
ture is large; it requires a great dea! of room. 

A large landscape by William Keith is un- 
der consideration, one hardiy representative 
of his best work. Keith wes the most un- 
equal of painters; his best was very good, but 
his worst was horrid. 

The portrait of Mrs. Hibbar@is perhaps the 
best thing Sorolla did in Chicago; a.seated 
figure almost more alive than life, and full 
of humen and humorous sympathy. The 
hands are really wonderful, as expressive 
of the old lady's personality and experience 
as the face. The portrait of Mrs. Babcock, 
also & recent arrival in the Sorolla room at 
the fMetitute, is a different subject, a study 
of youth and grace, handled with an insight 
almost as keen.

Defeats Gov. Gray in - Classic 
Event at Opening of Louis- 
ville Track. 


TIME OF RACE IS 2:05 2-5. 


Louisville, Ky., May 138.—Meridian, son of 
the great Broomstick, won the Kentucky 
Derby today from one of.the most imposing 
fields ever started in the Churchill Downs 
classic and broke the track record for the 
mile and a quarter. He ran the distance in 


2:05, a second and a quarter faster than the 


mark established by Lieut. Gibson in 1900. 

Off from the post in front and never headed, 
the great horse ran a wonderful race. Only 
once was the lash applied to the Carman 
horse—when Gov. Gray seemed coming close 
near the wire. Had Gov. Gray, the favorite, 
been better ridgen Meridian doubtless would 
have had more trouble in winning. 


Round the World Follows Pace. 

For the first mile Round the’ World was 
second, changing from one to three lengths 
frorh the first horse. Therest of the field was 
well bunched behind. In the last quarter R. 
Troxler, on Gov. Gray, forced the horse 
through the field, when with only Meridian 
in front in the stretch he allowed his mount 
to swerve badly. This spoiled what chances 
he might have had at that late time. Round 
the World, favorite in the winter books, tired 
badly, and only Col. Hogan was behind her 
at the finish. 

About 35,000 saw the race. The twenty-one 
pari-mutuel machines installed for the twen- 
ty-three day meeting begun today did a big 
business, particularly on the Derby. The big 
surprise of the day was the winning by Jack 
Parker in the third, paying $411.59 to $2.

Practice brings additional facility up to @ 
certain: point; then monotony and lost inter- 
est come in and keep the work down to stand- 
ard. They are merely tools, so regarded by 
their employer. They have all the disadvan- 
tages of the indoor worker without any of 
his profits. They woclong te the elerk caste. 
The things above are not for them. 

The story of the Sneeds brings forth the old 
rémark that there is a heroism of every day 
life. The remark has been made often 
enough. But it has failed to receive the 
notice it deserves. The military ls so much 
more spectacular; we refuse to associate 
heroism with the daily duty of life. 

But there was true heroism in the courage 
with which young Sneed and his wife started 
out on the life of self-denial that wee to 
free them from the office treadmill, the 
equirrel’s cage wheel on which Sneed trotted 
for so much a week. never to get anywhere. 
Theirs was not the spectacular courage of the 
battlefield. It was much harder. No hot 
blood, no cries of ‘‘ Bravo!” to make it 
easy. Theirs was the cold courage of dogged 
determination.

Courage Needed for Trial. 

It took courage for a youngster—he was 
only 24 and she 21—earning §70 a month to 
go home to the wife and the year and a half 
old babyandtosay: ‘“ lam offered a poation 
at $8 a week. I shall be, practically, office 
boy in the credit department of a manufaec- 
tory of agricultural implements. For two 
months we must live on the $8a week. Then, 
if I work hard and make good, we shall be 
advanced to $10. And the end of four months 
more, after I have been with the house six 
months, we shall be advanced another §2. 
After three months at $12 we will be raised 
to $14, and at the end of my first year shall 
be given another increase of §8, to $17.

At the end of the 
first five years, if their promises are made 
good, I shall be capable of responsibility and 
my services will have an established value.

Hard Crisis to Meet. 


“Can we give up $70 and take $35—you and 
I and the baby—relying on my ability to make 
good and on the promises of this firm? Can 
we get through that first year, paying rent, 
facing sickness, finding food and clothing and 
heat and light and all that is necessary—on 
$8 a week?” 

I¢ you have any imagination you can see 
them, these two youngsters, trying to meet 
the crisis; to meke the decision. It is no 
easy thing at 24 and 21 to lay out the career 
of a lifetime. You cam see him, weighing 
the obstacles. You can see her, eager eyed,’ 
flushed with a womanly enthusiasm, propos- 
ing this and that small economy to make it 
possible. They can take a cheaper place to 
live, a cottage at the back of a lot. They 
can save so Mich on cheaper cuts of meat, 
tough, of course, but nutricious. They can 
make their old clothes do another season. 
They can give up the little amusements, he 
can stop stnoking cigare and buy a pipe. 
There need be no electric lights, no telephone. 
She can do the cooking, the washing, the 
mending—not every woman could do that. 
And they were well, thank goodness; the 
baby does not know what a doctor looked 
like.

Fate Plays a Good Turn. 


Fortune favored the daring couple at the 
start. The husband almost on the day of his 
new employment was favored with two 
weeks’ evening work in a clothing store for 
the Christmas trade. This brought in $10.50, 
which was badly enough needed in the two 
months that followed before the first §2 
raise came due.

OCK ORYSTAL has been of late in 
great demand and, on account of the 
increase in price, is now being eagerly 
sought for. It is at present used more 
extensively than ever for optical work 

and the popularity of crystal gazing is also 
said to have brought about an eager inquiry 
for larger specimens of this beautiful ma- 
terial.

Rock Crystal Pure Silica. 

Rock crystal, the object of their hunt, is 
pure silica and of varying fineness and color. 
The crystals sometimes inclose other sub- 
stances which are beautifully seen through 
the traneparent maetter, as, slender hair or 
needielike crystals of hornblende, asbestos, 
rutile, or oxide of titanium. These rare 
specimens are known by. various fanciful 
name; a, Venu’ hairstone, Cupid's net, The- 
tis’ mystic gem, dreaming dew, and bring 
good prices when cut. Certain specimens 
were held almost priceless by the ancients. 

The crystal hunters are not inclined to so- 
clability. As a rule they werk alone while 
prospecting, because then there is no one 
to claim a division of a find. If a pocket 
has been located which is too large to handle 
some member of the family is generally 
called upon to aid in gathering the harvest. 

The outfit of a “strahier’’ is simple and 
inexpensive, consisting of a stout alpenstock 
from four to six feet long, provided with es 
strong hoelike hook at the end, a shovel, 
large leather bag, a mattock, a strong rope, 
a hammer, and as much provision as can 
conveniently be carried completes the equip- 
ment. 

With this outfit the “strahler” sets out 
toward the mountain heights. It is indispen- 
sable that he should be an experienced alpine 
climber and have an infallible sense of lo- 
cality. He scales the dizziest heizhtse and 
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clings to the narrowest ledges while search- 
ing in every direction for an outcropping vein 
of quartz which might contain a rich pocket. 

Even at the risk of his life he often makes 
a loop with his rope around a projecting 
crag, and while hanging over an abyss 
knocks off fragments from the rock supposed 
toyconceal crystal. If a “‘ lead.” is found he 
does not hesitate to cut steps in the perpen- 
dicular rock with his mattock. He follows 
the vein, striking it with his hammer till 
his trained ear, from the sound, locates the 
“geode’’ or pocket. 

* * 
Dangers on All Sides. 

. Sometimes these pocketd lead into cav- 
erns and here is where the hunter finds at 
times a@ small fortune in superb specimens of 
rock erystal, either attached to the sides or 
loosé among the sand in the hollow. The ex- 
ploration of a small cavern of.this kind, or 
even the “‘tapping” of an ordinary pocket, 
is often disastrous, since the treacherous 
rock is Mable to crumble and precipitate the 
prospector to sudden death. 

One of the most important finds of rock 
crystal in late years was made a short time 
ago on the St. Gothard under rather romantic 
circumstances A veteran “' strahler,’’ Ru- 
dolph Nimber, declared that in a dream he 
had seen the richest pocket ever imagined 


filled with splendid specimens. He said that 
if he ever should see the surroundings of 
the place he should recognize it at once, s0 
distinctly was the cliff formation in the vi- 
cinity impressed on his mind. He insisted on 
starting alone, since in his dream he had been 
cautioned against companions. 

As a mucb longer time than ueual passed 
and nothing was heard of the old man, a re- 
lief expedition was organized, but, though 
the search was thorough, not a\trace was 
found of Nimber and he was given up for lost. 
However, much to everybody’s surprise, he 
suddenly appeared at his home in the middle 
of the night, about two weeks after his de- 
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parture on hie supposed to be last and 
fatal trip. 

He was starved, torn, and worn, but in ex- 
cellent spirits, and told @ sort of true fairy 
tale of great interest. He said that a couple 
of days after he had set out he had been 
overtaken by a storm in the evening when 
far too high among the rocks to risk @ 
descent. . the night in an abandoned 
hut, he kept on elimbing the following cay 


_ till he ‘had passed the line of eternal snow. 


All at once he thought he recognized the spot 
of his dreams under an almost jnaccessible 
crag a short distance above. 

He managed, after many hours of weary 
and dangerous work, to reach the spot, 
which was a deep recess in the rock, and to 
hig great delight found a yeln of quartz be- 
neath which was a fair sized cave rich in 
splendid blocks of pure crystal He used 
his hammer freely, when to his horror there 
was @ sudden crash and the larger portion 
of the ledge crashed into the abyes below, 
making his descentapparently impossible. 

There was, fortunately, sufficient space for 
him to He down, and he had a-good sized 


- joaf of pumpernickel left; besides, there was 


water trickling down everywhere, #0 he 
took courage and waited for the following 
day. He was imprisoned for three days and 
nights, working like a beaver all ghe time 
to rig up some means of escape. This he 
finally accomplished by fastening the iron 
hook of his alpenstock at the end of his rope, 
which, lying on his stomach, he swung 
around the corner of the rock, trying to 
fasten it Into some crevice, 

Finally he succeeded and managed to reach 
a small plateau below. “I don't believe in 
miracles,’ said the old man, ‘* but don’t ask 
me how this was done, for I cannot tell, and 
at first I hardly dared believe that 1 was 
saved.”” When sufficiently recovered Nim- 
ber, with his two sons, returned to the spot 
where the treasure of the dream had been 
found. 

After cutting a safe path they reached this 
hidden cavern, which contained not less than 
400 pounds of pure rock crystal and other cu- 
rious rare quarts formations. It took some 
time to remove this treasure. The old man, 
though, of course, happy to have earned what 
for him is a fortfne, is loath to speak of 
the matter and has vowed never again to 
indulge in crystal hunting, which, he says, 
in this cabe would be sacrilegious after his 
miraculous escape.

I'VING orders to men whoare earn- 
$4 ing twicé a8 much as you might 
seem abit strange to any one but 
a railroad man,” a trainmaster on 
one of the many western railways 
ger rg just what one has to do,” he 
continued, “Take “almost-any ratiway in 
the country amd-you will find that the men 
who are giving ordére are getting pay checks 
that look mighty small besice the checks of 
those who are ‘ bossed.’ 

“Take the trainmaster, for instance. He 
gets a title and $150 a month or so. He 
plunks down in his office and tells the con- 
ductors how to run their trains and the engi- 
neers how to take the sidings and * calls them 
down’ when they make mistakes. And the 
chances are that the engineer who is getting 
the orders makes $200 a month. He is being 
bossed by a man who gets $50 less for every 
thirty days that he works. The conductor's 
check may be as large as or even larger than 
the engine driver's. 

“Think of leaning back In an easy chair 
and telling a man that you'll give him $50 
more than you get if he works for you. Then, 
if he doesn’t suit you after he’s been on the 
road for a time, you cal! him in, take his job 
away from him, and give some one else the 
$200 a month, while you struggle along on 
the measly $150.” 

According to the trainmaster, half the rail- 
way “ officials’’ whose names appear in big 
print on the time cards are receiving less 
wages than those whom they employ. The 
average chief dispatcher, who does the major 
part of the real work 4m operating a rail- 
road, earns $500 and gets $175 a month.

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The Discharge of H. W. T. 


By HENRY M. HYDE. 


H. W. T. is young and ambitious. He has just been discharged from his first position 
and he feels that he is the victim of gross injustice on the part of his employer. 


There are few things more pathetic than the helpless rage and incredible astonishment 
of a very young man when he first comes into painful contact with the blind and crushing forces 
that often control modern busiriess. | ‘ 


In his youthful dreams he has built up a more or less ideal world, with himself as the 
conquering hero. | 


He wakes to find himself caught between the irresistible millstones of commerce, the 
victim of what seems plain injustice, his virtues often unrecognized, his important plans and 
personality treated with scanty consideration. 


He feels that were the facts but known the whole world would sympathize with him and 
denounce those who have treated him unjustly. 


In that bitter and perfectly natural frame of mind H.W. T. tells the story of his discharge. 
His first position in the office of a big corporation paid him $8 a week. Being ambitious and feel- 
ing the need of a better education he entered the night\course at a business college. Three 
evenings a week he attended recitations; the other three he spent in study, often burning the 
midnight oil. 

Presently the business of the corporation which employed him took a spurt. His boss 
asked him to work nights. By the advice of his parents he willingly consented to put in three 
nights a week at his desk. But that was not satisfactory. It was demanded that he work six 
nights a week. That would, of course, have put an end to his studies in college. Again with 
parental counsel he declined to make the sacrifice and was instantly discharged. \ 


There can be no question that a corporation which expects its employes to work six nights 
a week, without paying them for the extra time, is unjust and unfair. If such demands occur 
frequently it may be set down as fairly certain that the managers of the corporation are either 
incompetent or overgreedy. 

Under the best conditions and except in cases of emergency overtime work is rarely profit- 
able. At the end of a regular day no man is in condition to do his best or even good work, without. 
putting an unusual strain on his powers. That fact is recognized both by competent employers, 
who order overtime work with the greatest reluctance, and by all organized workers, who exact 
more pay for overtime than for regular work. 


7 So far as the individual case of H. W. T. is concerned, he is fortunate that the absolute 
necessity of earning money does not compel him to hold his job in spite of the unjust demands 
made upon him. As he states the facts it would seem that the corporation by which he was 
employed does not offer much opportunity for an ambitious youth. He is to be congratulated 
on getting out of its service so quickly. Especially is he to be congratulated in that he is wise 
enough to consult with and be guided by his parents. And it would bea rash outsider who would 
venture to criticise a course of action dictated by parental affection and a complete knowledge 
of all the circumstances. 


To H: W. T., personally, a few suggestions may be made. A very young man is almost 
always lacking in tact. He is likely to put things bluntly and abruptly. When an obstacle 
rises in his path he magnifies it into a mountain and tries to climb straight up its steep sides, 
when, perhaps, there is an easy path around it. He does not know that many battles are won 
by appearing to yield. 

Looking at everything from a personal standpoint he fails to realize the corporation 
managers are hard-driven and harassed men, with difficult and complicated problems of their 
own to solve. Such men look on open opposition to their orders as destructive of discipline. 
They cannot be expected to take into consideration the varying plas and. wishes of every in- 
dividual employe. Equally with the humblest clerk they are held and driven by irresistible and 


often unpleasant forces. 


But corporation managers are, after all, very human. And, in common with most men, 


they have a great sympathy for an ambitious and industrious youth. It may be that if H. W. T. 
had, with apparent willingness, accepted the order for overtime work, his manager would, a 
little later, have arranged to give him time for his study and recitations. 

H. W. T will find, as he grows older, how to use tact in dealing with his superiors in busi- 
ness, without at all hurting his own self-respect. In the meantime he cannot go far wrong, 
so long as he is guided by the greater experience and worldly wisdom of his father and mother.

If the package is sealed the postmaster 
serts a different kind. of a notice under 
cover, then the addressee is called to the 
counter at which postal and customs officials 
are separated only by a wire screen in which 
there is a small wicket. Herein presence of 
both postal and customs officials:the ad- 
dressee breaks open the parcel. The exam- 
iner is at the elbow of the posta! clerk, and 
at a glance he is‘ able to tell what if any 
duty must be paid before the parcel may be 
delivered. In the case of an unsealed parcel 
the addressee simply pays the duty assessed 
and then goes away with his parcel, unless 
there is a dispute, and it is right here, as 
explained by Deputy Collector Ford and 
Supt. Crannell, hours, indeed many days, 
will be saved over the plan of having the 
parcels examined in. NeW York, for if there 
is a dispute the package and the claim of 


the addressee must be sent back to the New 


York customs house, there to be adjusted, 
and this takes all the way from sixty hours to 
ten days.

There is as much romance in his career, 
the romance of success won in spite of great 
obstacles, as there is in the rise of that other 

®ohn of the miners, John Mitchell. 

This new leader of the world’s most pow- 
erful labor union was born at C Valley, 
lll., a widely known mining camp, forty-one 
years ago. His father died soon after he had 
taken his family to the mining district of 
southern Iowa, leaving a widow to struggle 
alone to maintain herself and her six small 
children. 

When John White was 13 his school days 
ended and he followed hiselder brothers into 
the coal mines of Iowa as a trapper boy. A 
few years later he began wielding a pick and 
entered upon years of hard, uninspiring toll 
amid the dirt and dangers down in the 
earth’scaverns. Looking at it from the view- 
point of a boy with scant education and held 
down by the necessity of toil, it did not seem 
likely that the years to come would bring 
anything else than more toil and harder. 


' Success seemed altogether remote as far as 
* he was concerned.

Two Factors in His Success. 

But there were two factors in this young 
coal digger’s life that finally pushed him up 
and out into the doing of larger things. One 
was his mother. the other was his vision of 
the great needs of the men who work in the 
mines. 

The boy’s mother was a devout Christian. 
She insisted that her children be honest, de- 
cent, obedient, clean in thought and speech. 
“ You may have thes@ things in your livea, 
even if you are poor,’ she told them. She 
also insisted that her boys and girls make the 
most of the few school days they could have 
before their poverty forced them into the 
world to fight for a living. She demanded 
that they study hard while they studied, and 
that they master everything in school as far 
as they went. ‘“‘ What you know the world 
can't take away from you,”’ she told them. 

The boy John did not learn these lessons 
without conflict. He recalis one spring day 
when he felt the call of the woods, the fishing 
hole, and the whole outdoors, and he notified 
his mother that he was through with school. 
He ran away thatiday and when he came 
back there was a serious time between the 
boy and the mother. He defied her. She 
was firm. There were words and punishment 
and tears, and in the end authority was tri- 
umphant, though forgiving. “ I'll never for- 
get that day’s struggle as long as I live,” 
said White, the man, recently. “I learned 
from it the importance of obedience; I learned 
that education is necessary. I made the 
pledge to my mother that I would follow her 
aivice, and I’ve stuck to that ever since.”

He discovered which o! the 
men around him had seen something of the 
world and he begged them to tell him about 
it. He picked up old newspapers and read 
them from first column.to last.

in. As he got older he took a hand in tid dis- 
cussions himself.

He 
enrolled, even though he, was a man grown, 
and, no matter how hard the day’s toil had 
been, evening found him digging into the 
simple lessons he should have hed when he 
Was a boy. When he arrived at m&ture age 
it was with a well informed mind and a fine 
capacity for thinking that marked him as 
different from most men. 


But it was John P, White’s vision of the 
needs of the miners, however, that made him 
more than merely a self-educated miner. 
This vision made him a leader. 

He saw that his companions worked harder 

*than most men and got less of real comfort 
and happiness out of it. Their work Wasa 
dangerous and dirty and exhausting. They 


— were forced to live in isolated communities, 


away from the advantages that add to the 


enjoyment of living. Their little two room - 


houses were so much alike that it was hard 
to tell one from the other when they went 
home. Their wives had nothing but a dreary 
existence whose only diversion was back 
yard gossip. Their whole environment was 
against moral, social, and economic better- 
ment.

It was 6nly a step for thie intelligent, keen 
minded young miner with a vision Into lead- 
ership. His fellows liked , him. He was 
friendly and sympathetic, and then he knew 
much. They turned to him for guidance ace 
they listened to his call to organize.

he made his first attempt to organize the 
men around him to secure better pay he lost 
his job—and a good job, too, for te was @ 
skilled workman. That happened again and 
again, but he believed he was right and he 
stuck to his way. 

In 1899, when this young man was 29 years 
old, he had become so prominent among the 
minere that he was elected to a larger lead- 
ership as secretary-treasurer of district No. 
18, United Mine Workers of America, the 
Iowa district. He found the district organ- 
ization in sore straits. It was without money; 
it had no standing with the mine operators; 
it was rent with interna) dissension. 

In spite of large opposition he urged a 
strong financia! policy and a heavy per capita 
tax to fill the treasury. There was a fight, 
but he won. Then he urged 4 contest with 
the mine operators on the question of recog- 
nition of the union, and again he won be- 
cause the union was financially strong. To- 
May the union meets the operators on even 
terms when it negotiates wage scales and 
conditions of labor. It is stable and stands 
by its agreements honestly. Today the finan- 
cial. policy has been enlarged to include a 
scheme of death benefits and endowment 
benefits, and there are two or three hundred 
thousand dollars in the treasury to support it 
District No. 13 is generally credited with be- 
ing the strongest of al) the districts, and just 
as generally John P. White is credited with 
giving it that standing through his twelve 
years of connection with it. 

The miners of district No. 13 love this for- 
mer trapper boy. He has never been false 
to them and they know it, even though he 
has led them against their wills manv times.

S a means for helping out vacation ex-

Besides being skillful in the use of the cam- 
era, one should have sufficient artistic abil- 
ity to know not only how to make a good pic- 
ture but what wouid be effective in a repro- 
duction. 

Certain magazines and newspapers as well 
as makers of picture postal cards are in the 
market for good and unusual photos and a 
good amateur stands quite as much chance 
of disposing of good photos as do the profes- 
sional artists. A picture must be origiral, 
or it must be suggestive of a story, or be of 
some thnig or place never before photo- 
graphed. 

Advertisers often get splendid materials for 
their calendars, picture cards, posters, etc., 
by selecting from the work of amateurs, and 
even ‘a small kodak photograph may be en- 
larged for copying purposes. The girl who 
has the instinct of knowing a real picture 
when she sees it and the ability to snap-shot 
it so as to get a good, clear print can easily 
meke many dollars in thislineofwork.

ASHINGTON, D. C.—I write today 

of one of the best investments of 

Uncle Sam, patriarch. Our fatherly 

relative is a shrewd speculateor. Me 

makes millions in real estate, and 

hig chief land investments have paid many 
thousand per cent. 

The first was the Lowvisiana purchase, by 
which the French sold as a territorg ten times 
as large as the state of Illinois. That biock 
of land cost about 8 cents an acre. It ig now 
worth 630 and upward per acre, and it an- 
nually yields crops to the amount of thou- 
gands of mfilions of dollars. It is producing 
more than 1,000,000,000 bushels of corn and 
250,000,000 bushels of wheat every year, and 
ie feeding live stock valued at over §700,- 
900,000. 

The purchage I speak of today is that of 
Aijaska. Uncle Sam bought it of Russia for 
less than 2 cents an acre forty-four years ago, 

Le has already realized more than times 
the amount of his original investment, and he 
6ocs not yet know what he owns. The land 
is netting us 400 per cent every year, and it 
will go up to 1,000 per cent in the future.

With the Prospectors. 

We paid for it a little more than $7,000,000. 
We have already taken out over $400,000,000. 
We got more than the purchase price out of 
the two or three little seal islands, and the 
salmon fisheries are now bringing in over 
$10,000,000 per annum. The yearly output of 
gold is close to $20,000,000, and by the end 
of this year we shall have realized more than 
thirty times ite cost from the minerais 
alone. 

These are the big figures, but they are only 
pin pricks ‘on the surfacé of that land of ice 
and gnow. The most of the gold so far taken 
out has been from placers, and there are 
quarts deposits of incalculable value. Alaska 
has copper beds which bid fair to flood the 
markets of the workd, and its coal veins are 
estimated to cantain billions of tona of black 
diamonds. 

During the last week I have been looking 
over the latest government investigations of 
this mighty property. As soon as it came into 
our hands Uncle Sam sent his experts to ex- 
plore it, and for the last generation they have 
been taking it up, section by section, climb- 
ing the mountains and tramping over the 
plains and plateaus, making maps of the land 
and prospecting for mineral wealth. 

The greater part of the work has been done 
by the geological survey, which keeps three 
Givisions of men in the field. One of these 
including three parties, is devoted to map- 
ping the country and giving its topography.

It is meking plans from which you can te) 
all the hills and hollows, the height of the 
mountaina, and depth of the valley® An- 
other division is examining the water powers 
and a third; and I should say the most im- 
portant of all, is composed of @ dozen differ- 
ent companies of geologists, who are looking 
into the minerals and accumulating data as 
to the coal, iron, copper, and gold which the 
country contains 

The mineral branch of the survey is now 
under the charge of Dr. Alfred H. Brooks, 
who has spent more than thirteen years in the 
work of exploring Alaska, and who knows 
more about the country than any other map 
in the world. He has written a geography 
and geology of Alaska, and with his scientific 
assistants has spent about five months every 
year for the last thirteen years in making ex- 
plorations with a view to the mineral wealth. 

His parties have gone through the wilds on 
foot and in boats, carrying their canoes from 
stream to stream, and making long tours dur- 
ing which their baggage has been carried on 
sleds and drawn by dogs. They have traveled 
to the head waters of one stream or river, 
then crossed to the head waters of another, 
and down that unti) they have explored alto- 
gether many thousand square miles. It is 
from talks with Dr. Brookes that I am able 
to give much of the information contained in 
this letter. 
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Alaska from Aeroplane. 

In the frat place, lt us take a flying ma- 
chine view of Alaske. I have gone over the 
maps with the geologists and the country is 
Wke nothing I have ever imagined. We shall 
eu te that we have taken one of Orville 
Wright's aeroplanes and have sailed across 
it from the Pacific ocean to the Arctic, and 
from British Columbia to Siberia in Russia. 

What a big land it is! Beginning et the 
southeast on the Pacific, where the land joins 
British Columbia, and flying straight north, 
we go almost as far ae from New York to 
Cintinnati before we reach the coast of the 
Arctle ocean, and from the same point, fiying 
westward, we should go 700 mfles before ar- 
riving at Bering sea. Roughly speaking, 
Aleska would make a square with more than 
700 miles on each side, and stil] leave enough 
land over to form two etates the size of New 
York. It is almost ae large as the combined 
area of Germany, France, and the Spanish 
peningula, and if it were lifted up and dropped 
Gown on the United States proper it would 
cover all of the states which border the As- 
lantic from Maine down to Florida. 

Dr. Brooks tells me that Alaska has in 
general about the same features as the west- 
ern half of the United States. It is com- 
posed of three or four great regions. There 
are two ranges of mountains upholding a 
high plateau between them, with a wide 
stretoh of Arctic plain at the north. 

The southern mountains correspond to the 
Sierra Nevada and other ranges, which bound 
the western side of the Rocky mountain pla- 
teau. North of them is a region of plains 
corresponding to that plateau, and on the 
other side is @ great range of mountains 
which corresponds to the Rockies, with plains 
Beyond like the great plaing farther south. 
The latter are the tundras of the Arctic slope.

They are covered with a thick growth of 
moss, which ends at the sea and which for 
many miles inland is bedded on perpewua! ice. 

The mountains are wooded. Those at the 
@outh heve a vegetation as dense as the 
jungles of tropical countries, and the whole 
southern slope has a rainfall which in places 
@gegregates more than 100 inches per year. 
Across the mountains we find an arid region 
where the rainfall is scanty. It is not as dry 
eg the great plains of the Rocky mountain 
Plateau, but so dry that the vegetation is 
scrubby and the big trees disappear. 

It ie through this region that flow the chief 
rivers which are fed by the snows of the 
mountains. The Yukon, which runs for 1,600 
miles from the Canadian boundary to Bering 
sea, is the and the Kusko Kwim, 
which flows through the samé plateay far- 
ther south, comes next. The plateau where 
% joins British Columbia is about as high as 
the average altitude of the Allegheny moun- 
tains, and it slopes from there north to the 

sea. 

Of this rough territory Dr. Brooks telis me 
that only about one-fifth of the whole hes 
been geologically explored.

The greater part of the balance, compris- 
ing more than 6,000,000,000 tons by conserva- 
tive estimate, isin southeastern Alaska, near 
the Pacific coast.

In my talk with Dr. Brooks I asked him ae 
to the government values of these lands.

This seems ridiculously 
low, but even at this rate, he says, the lands 
near the Pacific coast would be worth from 
$50 to $500 per acre.

“It would seem so,” replied Dr. Brooks, 
“but we have had a discussion concerning 
prospective values that makes that matter 
a questionable one. Even if the lands could 
be bought at $10 an acre, which has been the 
law as to the public coal lands of Alaska, 
and should be kept 100 years, they would 
have to yield a big amount of coal to@ay the 
interest charges. I have had one of the finan- 
clere figuring upon the possibilities.

‘He says that at $10 an acre the invest- 
ment in 100 years by annually compound- 
ing the interest at 5 per cent would make 
every acre there cost $2.634, not counting 
the taxes. Now, if the investment were $100,-

estimated in billons of dollars. 

It would be worth that ff it could be dumped 
down a few tones at a time in the chief mar- 
kets of the world, but as it lies now the state- 
ment makes one think of the words of the 
Japanese school boy: “it is to laugh.” Of 
the fifteen billion tons which are the mini- 
mum figures of the geologists’ estimates, 
about four and one-half billions are on the 
arctic slope, where it is locked in ice for most 
of the year.

enormous sum of $26,340,000, or if it were 
$1,000,000 the total cost of the land would

“You must also remember that the coal 
still has to be got out of the earth, and that 
you cannot be absolutely sure asto just what 
is under the ground. In all this we have 
left out the question of taxes, which would 
gO up as the other coa) mines near by were 
developed, so that there is great doubt as to 
the advisability of a century holding of 
Alaska coal.”’ 

I went with Dr. Brooks over the mape of 
his recent explorations and took a look at 
the Bering river and Matanuska coal fields, 
which are now being discussed. Neither is 
far from the sea, and the Guggenheims have 
already built a railroad which is not more 
than twenty-five miles or so Trom the Bering 
river beds. 

The coal of this region is excellent, vary- 
ing from anthracite to valuable semi-bitu- 
minous. The beds cover something Nke forty 
square miles, and they wil! yield from .0,000 
to 100,000 tons to the acre. The Matanuska 
field is not much farther away, and it is prob- 
able that there are other fields in the imme- 
diate vicinity. Thies coal could be made 
quickly available. and it would command a 
good Price in the market. 

In talking with Dr. Brooks I was told that 
the coal trade of the Pacific is now largely 
monopolized by the British, who are working 
valuable mines on Vancouver island, from 
which they supply Puget sound, San Fran- 
cisco, and other places. The Vancouver coal 
delivered at tidewater sells for as high as 
$4.50 a ton, and is soldat wholesale in Seattle 
at $5. In California coal is now bringing 
from $6 to $18 a ton, and on the Pacific sea- 
board of Alaska the retail, price runs from 
$8 to $15 per ton.

Japan and Our Fields. 

In view of the present talk of a possible 
war with Japan, the Bering river coal beds 
assume great importance as a supply point 
of the ships of our navy. In such an event 
much of our coal would have to be shipped 
by rail across the continent or be carried 
about through the Strait of Magellan to San 
Francisco. In the latter case, it is estimated 
that at least one-fifth of every cargo brought 
would be used up in steaming that distance, 
and this would be in addition to the cost of 
the coal itself. The freight rates by rail 
would be enormous. The Bering river coal 
beds are about 1,200 miles by water from 
Puget sound, and they are not far from 
the excellent harbor of Cordova bay. They 
might be defended by some of the great ships 
of our navy, or Japan might rush there with

Making the Pivot. 

In the water below we fixed a board for a 
float as at [F}, this having a central post {Vv} 
to which two arms [U-U] were pivoted. The 
other ends of these arms [U-U] fastened to 
& croaspiece {EZ}, something over a foot long, 
nailed to the post [A] in the position shown. 
The pivots in all cases were nails t 
loose holes in the sticks. ; 
Out some distance from the post a second 
cross member (T] was pivoted between two 
nails (t}, as in the sm@ller drewines. Above, 
pivoted on the cross arm [D], wdyiretes an 
“L”’ shaped lever [B], called a “ bell crank,”’ 
from the horizontal arm of which a rod [Q] 
ran down to this second crosspiece [T] below. 

Thus, when the float rose and fell with the 
waves the bell crank arm was moved up and 
down so that the other leg of the crank which 
stuck straight up was moved back and forth, 
as you Can easily see from a study of the 
aketches. 

On tomof this verticle leg of the bell crank 
a stick ] was pivoted on a shingle nail at 
{m], and with a rubber band arranged as at 
{r], to always pull pp its end and thus push 
the other end of the stick up on to the row of 
nalig in the round baseboard of the lamp 
above. 

Thus, as the waves worked the arm back 
and forth this stick [R] acted as a ratchet, 
catching on a nail and pushing on every for- 
ward stroke, and on the back stroke sliding 
over the tops of the nails without catching, 
so that each movement of the float pushed 
the lamp around another nail or two.

Since the ratchet tended "to pull the lamp 
back a bit in sliding over the nail tops we 
fitted a second ratchet opposite it on the sec- 
ond cross arm [d] as at [e), this using the 
weight of its heavier long end instead of a 
rubber bahd to prese its point up against the 
nail circle on the opposite side of the post 
from the bell “crank arm.

Trade unions recognize the advantages of 
culture and institute classes and even univer- 
sity scholarships that they may absorb the 
purely cultural studies which their fathers 
delighted to hold up to contempt. They recog- 
nige that a man may still be honest and lack 
callouses on his palms, that a scholarly face 
and mien are not always contemptible. The 
old engineer says to his helper: “ Johnny, 
you're still young, why don’t yov save up 
your money and go to shook We know how 
much steam a pound of water will make but 
the only peason we know is because ihe boys 
who have gone to schoo! tell us. When you 
get out you can run a whole job like this in- 
stead of firing an engine.” 

The carpenter father of half a century back 
vowed that his youngsters should have no 
more learning than he had had because he 
believed that too much schooling spoiled 
many a good carpenter. 

The man who knows how to fit gas pipes in 
America now days does not look with sullen 
suspicion upon'’the man who can tell him of 
the theories of gas pressure and the physics 
and chemistry of plumbing; he simply looks 
you in the face squarely and says: “ You’ve 
got one on me pal.” without malice or envy. 
It is certainly a wholesome omen of progress 
and the growth of the democratic spirit that 
this should be.

social reformers more than any other prob- 
lem. The men who have been trying to keep 
Ruskin college at Oxford alive and active 
have discovered how rea) and tangible is that 
esprit de la classe. 


Ruskin college was founded with the espe- 
csal purpose of reaching the working classes 
and making it possible for men of humble 
means to get a university education. It was 
of course instituted by men .of means and 
education ‘and it was hoped that the labor 
unions would coiperate with the university 
in encouraging the poorer students to patron- 
ize the college. But the workers were at once 
suspicious and the trade union officers re- 
fused to encourage attendance at the college 
for the palpable reason that they feared when 
the better educated workers came back from 

*the university equipped with sociological and 
practical knowledge about economic condi- 
tions they would naturally be given the offices 
at the head of the various unions and the old 
officials would be ousted. 

In addition to this official prejudice the 
workers themselves have Come to regard the 
university man as their natural enemy in 
England—it\is the same old antagonism of 
town and gown carried out into broader 
spheres—and they looked with no little scorn 
upon what they considered an attempt to en- 
veigle their, brightest leaders away from 
them and dedtroy the solidarity of the unions. 

That, fortunately. is what we have outgrown 
in this country, the working men art more 
tolerant with that other working man who 
employs his trained and regulated wits and in 
this there is the promise of more rea! democ- 
racy than in any other change which has 
come over-the people since the popular mind 
revolted at the thought of slavery.

Two Fruit Recipes. 


Often at thie time of the year the house- 
wife has still a few jars of preserved fruit 
on hand. She end her family are heartily 
sick of “sauce.” Try this plan of making 
two delicious deserts from one quart jar of 
peaches. Preserved strawberries, cherries, 
etc., aré equally good to use. Separate the 
peaches from the juice. 

Recipe No. 1—Rub the peaches to a pulp 
through @ sieve. Adda half cupful of sugar 
if the fruit ils not very sweet. Whipa pint of 
cream stiff. Mix well with the peach pulp 
and turn into two one-pound empty beking 
powder cana Cover with oiled paper (the 
paper from cracker boxes is good to use) and 
press cover on tightly. Bury the cans in 
finely chopped ice and rock salt (equal por- 
tions) for two hours. This serves seven or 
eight people. 

Don't think because you are not used to 
making the ice cream that you can not make 
this desert. It is very simple. For a frozen 
whipped cream desert a freezer is not neces- 
sary. Any two quart kettle will hold the 
ice and salt. Personally I always use one of 
the kettles from my firelesg cooker. I place 
several folds of newspaper directly inside the 
kettle to fill up space #0 that I won't need to 
use much ice and salt. When packed I put 
the kettle away in the fireless cooker until 
time to serve. aa 

Recipe No. 2.—Yoy will have about two cup- 
fuls of fruit sirup from your jar of peaches. 
Soak one and a half pounds powdered gelatin 
in a half cupful of cold sirup for five minutes. 
Bring the rest of the sirup to a boil, sweeten 
if necessary and pour over the gelatin, stir- 
ring it until diesolved. Set in cool place to 
harden. 

The peach gelatin may be served witb 
whipped cream. Or before the gelatin hard- 
ens, you may whip into it the stiffiy beaten 
white of an egg and make a thin custard 
from the yolk to serve as @ sauce around the 
gelatin.

Take two small cups of sweet 
milk, a pinch of salt, two tablespoonfuls of 
cornstarch, and yolks of two eggs, retein- 
ing the whites of the eggs for frosting. Mix 
well and cook unti!] thick; add melted utter 
and sugar, jet boll two minutes; add all of 
this to the crust. 

Frosting.— Beat the egg whites unti) smooth 
but not too stiff; add four tablespoonfuls of 
powdered sugar and beat until smooth. When 
ready for the oven, sprinkle of%-half cup of 
cocoanut over the frosting, and three table- 
spoonfuls of powdered suger sprinkled over 
the cocoanut. Place in oven until a delicate 
brown. This makes a nice pie if care is 
taken not to burn the sugar and butter.

and mercerized cotton. Uniace your corset 
wide open to full extent of the lacers each 
night. In the morning put your corset on in 
this way: First fasten it up the front, then 
pull it down well below the waist line all 
around (you will find it will go up a little, so 
don’t be afraid to pull), fasten your garters 
(you should have at least four hose support- 
ers), then begin to lace in at the back. Draw 
snug and close and watch the lines of your 
figure ‘curve as the corset fits in. Let me 
warn you, do not draw the lacers too tight. 
If you do you.will bulge over the top and 
under the bottom—and worse than all else, 
you will be wretchedly uncomfortable. A 
few such experiments and your corset dress- 
ing will become a mechanical habit—easily 
accomplished and with gratifying results. 
Always unilace your corset the minute you 
take it off—it is so comfortable to have things 
“handy ” to put on again when once we get 
ready to dress. 

Brassieres or bust supports are an abso- 
lute requirement if you want your clothes to 
look well. A fine and inexpensive and light- 
weight substitute for the corset brassiere, 
which usually costs at least 50 cents and 
often a dollar or more for the better made 
ones, is a simple low neck but tight fitting 
corset cover, which is worn snug and close 
over the corset, and, of course, under your 


blouse cover. These tight fitting Httle corset 
covers should come only to the waist line 
and must fit perfectly. Fasten down the 
front with smal! buttons set close. Six of 
such simple covers will cost scarcely more 
than one brassiere. 

There are one or two little rules of lingerie 
etiquette that are wel! to follow. Certain 
sorts of underclothes ‘‘go”’ with certain 
sorts of outerclothes. Don’t wear lace petti- 
coats with a cloth sult. Embroidery ruffles 
are the ones to be seen with “ stuff '’ dresses. 
Wear embroidery with linen and all other 
heavy summer frocks. When you “ dress 
up’ in muslin or swiss or silk put on your 
lace trimmed lingerie. Form the habit of 
propriety in underwear; it is easily accom- 
plished and satisfactory in the end. Avoid 
colored ribbons, unless of the palest tint— 
but white is now the only “ real thing.”

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ps in Laundering Collars; 


Uncooked Starch Best to Use. 


By MARY 


The average woman seems not to realize 
how easily and satisfactorily collars may 
be done at home. 

Wash the collars. using any good laundry 
soap. A few rubs between the hands will 
remove the light soil. Rinse thoroughly and 
dip in water faintly blued. Remember that 
if the soap is not thoroughly ringed out the 
colairs will be lightly spotted with the 
blueing. Squeeze gently as dry ag possible. 

Use the uncooked, powdered, elastic starch 
in the quantities called for by the particular 
kind you may be using; probably one round- 
ing tablespoonful to a pint of hot water, 
which will starch several collors; or one level 
tablespoonful to a cup of water (hot), for 
only two or three collars. Dip one collar 
after another into the starch fluid, squeeze 
as dry as possible, rub lightly between the 
hands to diffuse the starch well through the 
linen, and lay flat and unwrinkled between 
the felds of a Turkish bath towel. Fold 
towel tightly together, pat rather heavily 


, eine 
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to make sure that the towel is touching every 
part of the collars, and put aside for ten 
minutes, allowing the irons to heat. 


There is one thing which must be borne 1D 
mind—it is not always the quantity of starch 
which makes the collars the proper stiff- 
ness. but the degree of heat applied in the 
ironing process. The irons must be hot, not 
*spvite.smgiy, hot,” if satisfactory work Is 
to be accomplished. In ten or Afteen min- 
tites cremove the collars from the towel 
and place the dry part of the towel over 
the board as in extra padding to bring out 
the embroidery. Place the collar wrong. side 
up and with the neckband away from you 
upon the towel. 

Try your iron to see that it is hot; rpn it 
over the ironing wax or paraffin; then over a 
section of the towel to seathat it is perfectly 
clean. lron over the wrong side of the collar 
two or three times with a quick but pressing 
motion. Then turn the collar right side up, 
with the neckband away from you, and iron 
quickly but carefully and heavily to remove 
any puckers and to smooth out perfectly the 
face of the collar.

Answers to invitations are not written on 
cards. It is bad form to inclose a card with 
“ regrets ‘ or ‘accepts "’ written on it. 

In accepting an invitation one should say 
* It gives me much pleasure to accept,”’ etc., 
not ‘‘ it will give.’’ The invitation is accepted 
when one promises to be present. The day 
and hour mentioned in the invitation should 
be repeated in the acceptance. It gives as- 
surance to the hostess that there has been no 
mistake or misunderstanding. 


It is polite to give reasons for declining an 
invitation. such as a previous engagement or 
absence from town. If a previous engage- 
ment is mentioned it is courteous to explain 
its nature. : 

An invitation should never be accepted pro- 
visionally; as, for instance. ‘‘ I should be de- 
lighted to accept your charming invitation if 
Il am well enough.”’ or “* if I am in town.” 

An invitation once accepted is a binding 
obligation. If iliness or any other cause arise 
making it impossible to go to a dinner or 
luncheon after having accepted, an imme- 
diate note of explanation and regret shouid 
be sent to the hostess.

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Use of Antiseptics Important. 


By DR. MARGARET M'NIFF. : 


Every mother should have a iittle know!l- 
edge of nursing. She should know whattedo 
in case of sudden accident and, what is even 
more important, she should know what not 
4o Go. The foolish parent has often doubled 
‘he work of the physician and retarded re- 
wovery of the patient. 

An understanding of the proper use of anti- 
septices is vitally necessary to the home moth- 
er. With a ttle emergency cabinet, prop- 
erly stocked, alded with a clear cool head, 
much pain may be saved and much suffering 
avoided. 

We have learned only quite recently thet 
infection is from without the body and not 
from within, and in case of wounds of any 
kind absolute cleanitness is a most important 
part of the treatment. Infection can come 
through the air, through the touch of the 
fingers or from cloths, instruments, and other 
articles which have looked innocent enough 
until science taught us the danger that lurks 
f> them. With perfect clean!iness all wounds 
ghould have speedy healing and no infection. 

There are many antiseptics that are safe 
and practical in the doctor's hanéis which 
cannot for a moment be intrusted to un- 
skilled fingers, nor must they be left within 
the poseible reach of children. Therefore, it 
is always wise to avoid cleansing liquids that 
are of a poisonous nature. 

Any place where the skin is broken, wheth- 
er a deep wound or a mere scratch, isan open 
door for our two greatest enemies, dirt and 
germs. Hence the wound should not be 
touched with an unclean, unsterilized band, 
peither must it be ieft uncovered nor ¢x- 
posed to the air. 

Let us suppose that a little patient hag a 
Geep cut extending across the palm of the 
hand, from which the blood is coming in 
@purts. It should be covered quickly with 
fodoform gauze and heid tight. To control 
the hemorrhage the arm should be Iiffted 
straight up, and the amateur physician must 
place her thumb on the chilé’e wrist where 
the pulse is felt. then the thumb must be 
moved downward with gentile pressure. 
five or ten minutes the flow should cease. 
Without disturbing or uncovering the wound 
bathe the rest’ of the hand with pure, bofled 
water, castile soap, and gauze. Do not use 
any bit of cloth that may chance to be handy. 

. Perfect cleanliness fs essential. 

Next, saturate a bit of geruze with alcoho! 
and go over the hand, wrist, and fingers, 
cleansing the nails carefully, but not touch- 
ing the wound, which wil) smart if it comes 
fm contact with the alcohol Should the 
wound gap draw it together with adhesive 
pilaster. 

The dressing of the hand shoul be ae fol- 
lows: Four to six layers of iodoform gauze 
ever the wound, e layer of absorbent cotton 
extending from the tips of the fingers to 
above the wrist, then a splint long enough to 
extend from the fingers half way to the el- 
bow. Pad the splint with cotton and ly the 

“hand straight palm downward on it and 
bandage. The best way to put on a bandage 
fe to wind’ neatly at the fingers, round and 
round to the end of the splint, where. the 
bandage may be fastened with a small safty 
pin. a 
A splint is a great help and comfort and 
_ ghould often be used for small wounds. The 
hand is kept in the right position and with no 
possible movement of the fingers. the wound 
f@ not likely to open. The first dressing 
should be removed and renewed in twenty- 
four hours. If the gauze sticks soak the 
hand in warm water. being gentle in the treat- 
ment, and cleansing the wound carefully. 
Dress again in two days, then in three, using 
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antiseptic cotton agat first. Ine week your 
little patient should be happy once more, and 
with the wound nicely healed, but it is al- 
ways best to keep on the bandage another 
week. 

This same plan may be followed with minor

they survive boiling. Nor can they inaciean 
wound find any entrance or continue to live 
under the action of iodeform But sothing 
must touch a wound that has not been’ sub- 
jected to alcohol, todoform, or boiling. 

My dear little home mother, these direc- 
tions may sound dul! and tiresome to you, but 
you can easily master them, especially &f 
you once realize how splendid it is to know 
what to do at the critical moment. A little 
valuable information often saves large doc- 
tors’ bills and heavy hospital expenses. 

It is well to understand psoper treatment 
of bruises, since all youngsters are victims 
more or hess of falls and bumps. In sucha 
case put a pint of water in a clean saucepan, 
add a tablespoonful of boracic acid, and boil. 
Wring out of this a piece of absorbent cotton 
as large ae your hand and ley over the bump 
as hot as the child can endure it. Change 
every fifteen minutes, keeping the boracic 
solution hot during the intervais. Continue 
treatment for two hours and the pain and the 
ewelling will disappear, leaving littie discol- 
oration, if any at all. 

Sprains usually yield nicely to the same 
manner of treatment. Use hot boracie acid 
solution for two houre and follow with a 
compress of hot vinegar with one teaspoonful 
each of witchhagel and arnica. Cover with 
eotton, raise the sprained arm or leg higher 
than the body, and keep the patient quiet. 

Infection caused by slivers is not unheard 
of. Cleanse the surface and your own hands 
with alcohol. Drop a coarse needie in boll- 
ing water, so as to have it perfectly clean. 
With the left thumb and mM@die finger pick 
up the tissues. This wil! force the sliver 
nearer the surface and, if held firmly, you can 
slip the needle under the sliver, lifting it 
without causing the patient pain. Cover the 
spot with a bit of iedoform gauze, held in 
place with adhesive plaster or a tiny bandage. 
It is just as necessary to cover and keep clean 
a small wound as a large one. 

Burns require tmmediate attention. Stir 
flour and molasses to a thick paste and 
spread thickly om clean linen. Appty tm- 


mediately and keep the burm covered tint. 


you cam get the pilaster on. The sooner the 
application the less 's the chance of a blister 
and the more quickly will the patient be re- 
lieved of pain. The air must be kept away 
from a burn. Untess the burnis asevereone 
the plaster can remain on for twelve or twen- 
ty-four hours, then the burn can becarefultly 
cleansed and dressed with powdered boracic 
acid. If the acid seems to cause the slightest 
irritation use some good surgeons’ powder, 
sprinkling tt on thick enough to entirely 
cover the burned parts. 

A severe burn may have to be dressed twice 
aday. Always cleanse carefully and apply a 
dry powder, covering with lodoform gauze 
spread with cosmoline to prevent the gauze 
from adhering. Cover with a bandage. 

If blieters form cleanse with boracic acid, 
one teaspoonful to a cup of boiled water. 
Alcohol cannot be borne on burns. Drope 
needle or a pair of small scissors in boiling 
water, then lay the instrument flat and close 
to the ekin and open at the bottom of the 
blister, allowing the fiuid to escape. If nec- 
essary repeat this each day for several) days, 
bué do not tear or cut away the blister.

of Bookbinding.

The good old book is generally a more 
precious possession than the good new one, 
The longer it has been on your shelf the 
cearer it becomes to you. One woman says 
she wouldm't part with her tattered copy of 
“ Grimm's Fairy Tales,’ which she had re- 
ceived on her ninth birthday, for its weight 
in stock certificates. All her old schoolbooks 
are sacre@ to her, and on most of them 
that were coveriess and minus several pages 
she tried some home methods in bookbind- 
ing. . , 

Books retaining their covers, but warped 
out of shape, may be jmproved by placing 
them under heavy weights, as they do in the 
screwpresses in the large binceriles. 

When the covers dangle by a thread and 
the cross-etitching which provides a uni- 


- form back, is raveled, take a fine needle with 


liner thread and duplicate the stitches. 
There are generally four or five horizontal 
rows of such stitching to the avérage sized 
book. and when this is poorly done the leaves 
fall out in pairs. In most schoolbooks which 
are fairly well bound one stitch secures 
from sixteen to thirty-two leaves, at inter- 
vals of one or two inches. 

In rebinding a book the back ends of the 
rebound pages are first covered’ with ghue 
and then with a narrow strip of crinolin or 
bookbinderse’ gauze. When this is dry acoat 
of glue is applied to the groove in the center 
of the cover, and the back of the book fitted 
on. Carefully wipe away any visible glue 
that may oozse out after the back has been 
firmly pressed on, and then apply the 
weights. 

When the book you wish to preserve in a 
presentable state is without a cover you 
might substitute that of some other book 
of lees value or importance to you. If you 


cannot eliminate the printing on the back or 
you find it too large, cut !t down to the proper 
shape and carefully peel off the linen or 
paper without tearing the carboard or book- 
board beneath. Then buy a piece of plain 
book linen at the stationer’s or from a 
bindery and cover it yourself by means ofa 
light application of glue, followed by the 
press. 

The most difficult point is to avoid bulky 
edges. A well bound book taken as a pattern 
will be a help. The ends overlapping at the 
corners must be folded over and pressed 
down firmly ard accurately. Before the in- 
side paper lining is put on these edges must 
first be glued down and allowed to dry. 

The fancy work leather used for postcards 
and pillow tops is a novel substitute for stiff 
covers when your book itself is of the home 
made variety or in the line of scrapbooks 
and postal albums. It is a mistake to sltch 
down the pages with the sewing machine, for 
when the needle is set too close the stitches 
break through the paper. Lay four or five 
sheets of paper uwpon each other, fold ove: 
into halves, and secure down the middle 
with wide hand stitches. Four or five of 
these small equal sized booklets can then be 
placed together and attached to each other 
by the horizonta! stitching across the back. 

When the home made leather cover is 
chosen it should first be folded over a board 
with a square edge, which must be exactly 
as thick as the back of your book. When the 
leather is thoroughly stretched and pressed 
around this edge it will retain a ridgelike 
groove in the center into which the back of 
the bound pages will fit neatly. A square 
edged back always looks better than the 
round and shepe!lese one. 

A square of heavy tapestry with a facing 
or piping of patent leather or plain ribbon 
would do, and it has also been used with good 
effect as covers for scrapbooks, embroidery 
books, or “ snapshot ’’ albums.

Only too often the food and water vessels 
are in a dirty state; this is a fatal mistake; 
the water Vessel should be \washed every 
day, and filled with clean weter at least once 
each day; while meat or x food should be 
given on a clean plate r time, 

Short coated dogs need grooming as well as 
the long haired varieties. To kéep them in 
good condition they should be well brushed 
every morning. 

Opinions differ as to the washing of ter- 
riers, many people saying they should not be 
washed frequently, bran or sawdust being 
rubbed well into their coats to cleanse them; 
but personal experience with fox. terriers 
pruves that thoroughly washing them with 
good soap and warm water and a disinfectant 
once a week will keep thenrsweet and clean, 
and absolutely free from fleas or vermin of 
any description (of course, provided that bed- 
ding;-ete., receive proper attention). The dog 
must be well dried ang brushed, and soap 
thoroughly rinsed off, especially from the 
ears, or It may cause canker of theéar, which 
is a common complaint, and may often bere- 
Heved by shaking a large pinch of boracic 
acid erie ht td into the ear three times a week.

nad compelling is the fall of the spirit 
stove. Honored once as a decorative and use- 
ember of parlor society, fit only to 
fu power to a chafing dish or tea ket- 
tle, it has been degraded by the ruthiess an¢ 
comfortable order of hotel habitants te the 
rank of a more practical utensll. It is de- 
scents such as these which quash the aspiring 
heart and squelch the towering soul, 
Informatively let it be stated that the 
spirit stove has mo connection with spirit 


‘rappings. True, its evasive qualities, as de- 


veloped by the hotelers, are comparative 
with those of the most agile ghost, but this is 
only a secondary result of its deciline—a man- 
ifestation, as K.were, of its fallen spirit. But 
for the testy propensities of hotel proprietors 
ané@ the probing proclivities of hotel maids. 
even these disappearing tendencies probably 
would have never reached their present 
flood stage of development. 

Owing to them, it has. Owing to them, you 
may now buy for a price hesiteting all the 
way between 50 cents and $10 a spirit stove 
which will boil eggs, coffee, or anything else, 
including water; heat flatirons, fry any sub- 
stance that is friable, and, at any time condi- 
tions designate, fold up and drop into the 
darkest corner of the bottom drawer of the 
chiffonier. 

A nickel plated stove with tripod, pint 

kettle, egg holders, and adjustable alcoho! 
lamp costs §4.50 at any of the big department 
stores. Ready for use, Kettle and ali, it 
stands sfx and three-sixteenths inches in its 
stocking feet and runs for half an hour on 
an average battery load of 5 cents’ worth 
of denatured alcohol. It is so small that, 
on. first Inspection, it would appear to be an 
innocent device, hardly capable of accom- 
plishing more than the boiling of an occa- 
sional egg. O, deceiving exterior! O, dia- 
bolical Invention of the hoteler! Remove but 
the kettle from the tripod, dear reader, and 
you have a vacant stand, underlaid by an in- 
fernal. blue heat capable of committing any 
atrocity in the name of cuisine. Equally, it 
Wil} accommodate a small iron, a teapot, or 
about. anything else short. of a preserving 
kettle. However, it is not considered proper. 
even by the most ardent spiritualists, to put 
up preserves in your room. 
When dinner is ready you can put out the 
lamp, take the legs out of the tripod, and fold 
the whole stove up into a modest bow) of 
polished nickel; hide. in your escritoire. 
and bid the maid to do. her worst. (in this 
connection, it is even better to tip the maid 
two bits a week, and go about your opera- 
tions ‘with the courage born of safety). If 
you find the six and three-sixteenths inches 
stove too cumbersome you can buy a slightly 
smaller and equally seviceable duplicate 
which stands only four and three-quarters 
inches and holds: three gills. 

The department stores have thougPtfully 
provided frying pans, miniature irons, stew 
kettles, poached egg machines, coffee perco- 
lators, bread toasters, and the other things 
which usually belong to cupboards rather 
than chiffoniers, to. fit-the various. sized 
stoves They are all of dimensions easily 
concealed, and, draped with asbestos trim- 
mings, could possibly be scattered about the 


room end passed off as interesting antiques 

The aboye suggestions, thoagh, are for 
those who occupy rooms—rooming house or 
hotelh—where cooking is not allowed. Par- 
enthetically, this includes about all the hotels 
in Chicago, and most particularly the ones 
who run feeding places in connection. For 
the submissive hundreds who do not know 
you can get away with two meals a day in 
any hotel in the city, and consequently have 
gone in for light hougé¢keeping, the depart- 
ment stores keep more pretentious and less 
collapsible sets. These include everything. 
and, cost all ‘the way from $5 to $50 a set. 
They are too large to hide. 

These prices all sound a little high’ This 
may be only the writer’s peculiarly regulated 
ideas However, if any one’s else idea runs 
along the same line he can get quite an 
effective litth burner with @ good, sound, 
iron plate guaranteed to sustain thé weight 
of three eggs and a pork chop—it’s been 
proved--for 50 cents. From thére the prices 
amble along past 75 cents to $4.50. They— 
the extras—are guaranteed to be noiseless 
unless you cook cabbage. 

The catalogues; which ever fall short of 
the inventive faculty of humanity, describe 
these ingenious and iIngenuous devices as 
“traveling companions.”’ In the truest 
sense of they phrase, “a companion which 
travels.” This may have some inner and 
veracious meaning, but, applied in the usual 
casual manner it mo more describes the 
eminent adaptabilities of a spirit stove than 
the term “ wet" describes the Atlahtic 
ocean. It may be that the man who invented 
it.bad an idea that the stove would be chiefly 
used by travelers; if so, it merely proves that 
he knew nothing of hotels and hotelers— 
likewise plain rooming houses and roomers. 

“Note,” says the catalogue. “For the 
motorists, the camper, the canoeist, the 
traveler, the all around sportsman, etc., these 
traveling companions are exceedingly desir- 
able.”’ 

“Fine!’’ observes the T. C. from its station 
in the department store, perceiving that it is 
about to be purchased. -‘'O, fine! Now I 
will go on an outing—for am I not exceed- 
ingly desirable?” Presently it is wrapped up 
and taken away. It feels a rattle of iron 
wheels. “Ah!” it exclaims trustingly, 
“now we are on our way to Florida. It is 
an outing!"" The wheels stop, to be suc- 
ceeded by a short walk, and the brisk soar- 
ing of am elevator. “‘ We are arrived!’’ ex- 
claims the T. C. It is unwrapped, and per- 
ceives its mistake with excruciating horror. 

Thereafter its life is that of a fugitive. Is 
there a knock at the door? A sniff in the 
hall? In impotent and sputtering protesta- 
tions it retires to oblivion. O, innocemt and 
betrayed heart! 

FPotelers who would not think of stealing 
electricity after the manner of the shame- 
iess and unscrupled few who use electric 
cooking devices, will seize upon the spirit 
stove with positive avidity. Aided—and 
abetted—by 6 cents’ worth of denatured al- 
cohol, it.can be used to produce at a total 
cost of 25 cents a mea) which the café down- 
stairs would consider excessively reasonable 
at a dolar down and two bits to the waiter.

Coal probably was minéd during and 
perhaps before the Roman occupation of Britain. Coal 


And cinders have been found off the line of the Roman

wall and other remains of the stay of the Latin con- 
querors. A heap of coal was found récently in some 
excavated Roman remains im Northumberland of the 
period of the fourth century. 

In Saxon times coal mining seems to have fallen into 
decay. Bede, the Saxon historian, does not mention 


@ither its mining of tte use. Perhaps the Saxon in- 


vaders Were cotitent to continue using wood, and the 
conquered Celts had little to say about what they 
should do. 

After the Norman conquést, however, there are ex- 
tenfive records of céal miiniing, the work.befng done 
chiefly by, the monasteries or under the crown. It was 
rather difficult work, sifice the miners had no steam 
power to haul up the coal or pump the water from 
the mines, and no powder to help them pry it loose. 

That thé mines were not sources of great revenue is 
quite evident. Gibson, in his work on the monastery of 
Tynemouth, relates that in 1292 the monks had a 
revenue as follows: 

“At Tinmouth, from coal, annually computed at ¢ 
shillings and 3 pence; at Wylan, a brewery and colliery, 
20 shillings:”’ 

There is a record that in 1298 “there was granted a 
safe conduct until Michaelmas for Roger Sherewynd, 
servant of the Bishop of London, whom the bishop 
is sending to Northumberland with a ship to buy sea 
coal and bring to Gravesende, County Kent, for carry- 
ing. on his works there.” 

Coal was used by that time for lime burning, salt 
evaporation, and in forges, as well as for household pur- 
poses. It gained the name of sea Coal, probably, be- 
cause it was extensively weed for galt evaporation, 
although the name may have cOthe from the fact that 
pieces of coal were often found on the sea beaches. 

By 1332 the value of a Goal mine had greatly in- 
creased. In 1815 the mohks of Cullereéats worked the 
mines, but the invasion 6f thé Sets stopped {t.. Seven- 
teen years later a colliefy waS lefised to a Ralph Bullock 
for part of a year at a rent of 2 Shillings a week. 

By the middle of the fourteenth century coal mining 
had become of such importance as to warrant the royal 
interference. Edward III., in 1357, made various orders 
for the measurement of it, and regulations for carrying 
coal from Gateshead across the Tyne in boats, on con- 
dition that the usual custom of the port should be 
paid. The exportation of coal, except to the port of 
Calais, was forbidden. 

A quaint entry is found in an inventory of various 
goods in Berwick castle, dated Aug. 16, 1291, which 
closes with the words, “ Also are found thirty chaldrons 
oF sea coal, also is found one live pig.”

“Where ought I to go for a two weeks’ camping 
trip that is within the means of a@ man drawing a 
salary of $20 to $25 a week?” 

You won't expect. us to answer such a question defi- 
nitely. At the best it will be enough to remind you that 
in northern Illinois and southern Wisconsin, within a 
radius of 150 miles, the flat railroad fare is 2 cents a 
mile, and within a radius of even 100 miles of Chi- 
cago are lakes in LDlinois, Michigan, and Wisconsin 
which ought to furnish all the fish a fish hungry camp 
may want to eat. Also it may be said that the Illinois 
river is one of the greatest bass streams in the coun- 
try. 

To this statement may be added the fact that rail- 
road and steamboat lines touching fishing resorts will 
hand you out an armful of descriptive and photographic 
literature on the general subject. After which doubtless 
you can round up an acquaintance or two who can

_ ive you some plain descriptive facts without ornamen- 


tation. 

AS @ suggestion of how difficult it is to give advice 
to a tentful of fishermen we'll take up for a moment: 
“What Kind of Fishermen?” I know fishermen who 
get rip-roaring mad when a pickere! weighing two 
pounds gets snazged on a hodk and won't get off till his 
neck is broken on the side of the boat. On the other 
hand, I know fellows who “love to fish” and who 0oc- 
casionally fall out of a boat in the excitement of land- 
ing an eight ounce bullhead.

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ing this with interest, may have to live close to the 
wind for four weeks before taking a two weeks’ camp- 
ing trip of the cheapest kind, while others may make a 
rather expensive getaway and still live cheaper than 
they would’ had they staid at home in town. It takes 
all kinds of people to populate the summer tents in 
the woods. 

The first thing to decide in a general way is, how 


far can you afford to get, away from city environments. 
Often this sense of distance is resfful in itself Also 
it prevents invasion of your camping grounds by 


curious villagers and summer resorters if you have an 


eye even to local distances. 

That first _thing you need to do, however, ts to get 
in touch ‘with a lonesome and good natured farmer who 
controls a desirable riparian right on the water. Such 
a farmer may mean the making of a trip. Show him 
that you don’t mean to cut five strands in a barbed 


wire fence to suit your convenience. Let him know 


that you aren’t going to spread fire through his premises 


in a dry season. It’s a good plan to indicate to him 
that if on gome particular half day when he’s ifn a 
tight place over saving a crop that you'll pitch in with 
a hay fork and try to stay with the job until sundown. 
Ordinarily the farmer with lands on a clear lake or 
river hates the city resorter for the ruin he has 
wrought in years past.

likely water take a week-efd trip in advance and make 
the farmer's acquaintance. He's likely to size up a 
fellow willing to take camp outing for a fortnight as 
a man of rather decent material. You may discover 
that he has a good boat, he may have a tent, he may 
have a dozen things you need and which he hasn't used 
for so long that you'd better look the whole outfit over 
carefully to see that it’s in shape to put out, 
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Tf you are going to camp on a lake of considerable 
width try to find your farmer on the northern shore. 
Prevailing winds are from the south, and you will get 
the benefit of their blowing across the water. Arrange 
to buy everything you need and can get from the farm. 
He isn’t likely to stick you if he’s at all willing to 
let you make camp on his lands. 

You ought to hire a boat from someone. Get the 


best one you can afford to rent, for camping on the 
water- without a good boat when the water's fine may 
be the sorest possible remembrance of such an outing. 
On this week-end prospecting trip if you discover that 
there isn’t a decent boat on the water, maybe you can 
hnd someone who'll take the boat off your hands after 
two or three weeks of use at a price that will make 
the boat cost almost nothing to you. In fact, if you 
have a business head at all, you may discover, in case 
of-an early vacation, that you can buy a pretty good 
outing equipment and sell. the whole thing for about 
what it cost you. Or, maybe you can find three or four 
friends in the city—having vacations at different times 
—who will go-in-with you, buy an outfit of good grade 
and cut-your individual expenses for the party to the 
minimum. It all depends. 


To that class of person who fs likely to be satis- 
fied with one summef’s vacation ‘camping it may be 
said that he nearly always overburdens himself with 
needless, cluttering equipments. When one likes out 
of doors for the sake of its being ‘so different he is 
often a foolish customer in the hands of a designing 
salesman. Nine men out of ten, camping for two weeks, 
carry too much “truck” into camp. “ How little can I 
take and have a pleasant time?” should be the ques- 
tion—and the person answering the question should 
answer it, instead of leaving the question up to a sales- 
man. 


“I’ve carried too much myself,” said Manager Harry 
A. Tilton of a big sporting goods house in Washing- 
ton street. “But on the other hand I’ve gone camp- 
ing and sold out my equipment for as much as it cost 
me. Once I had a camp in the same spot for four sea- 
sons, using a canoe that had cost $22. A friend and 
I were in it one day, struck a sandbar in swift water 
and ‘broke’ the thing almost in two. We patched it 
up, used it, and then got $20 for it—broken as it was— 
and after four seasons’ use.” 


A number of years ago, camping for three months in 
northern Wisconsin, I bought a clinker built boat in bad 
condition for $8, did a little patching, bought half a 
doliar’s worth’ of paint, and after using the boat all 
summer sold it for $9; in fact I disposed of the whole 
camp outfit for almost what it had cost me. 


Today in Chicago you can buy a 7 by 12 foot wall 
tent, eight ounce weight, for about $8: if you want a 
fly over it, $4 will buy that. You can get your tent up- 
ri and ridgepole from the woods. Fifteen or twenty 
yards of mosquito netting will cost you only a few 
cei. .; or cheesecloth, if you want to make sure of 
keeping out all insects, 


You will need a dry floor. A waterproof “ ground 
cloth” will cost you about $5 for such size tent. You 
might borrow an old tarpaulin. But, if you can, get 
some old matched flooring for nailing fast to 2 by 4 
inch joists, or if even rough boards are in reach they 
are good enough. If you have a sandy, gravelly soil, 
even balsam twigs or the brush ends of deciduous 
bushes will serve. 


Avoid a black loam soll as a tent site, even if it is 
seemingly well drained. Trees are a decided advantage 
unless too dense. Clear away all bushes, weeds and 
obstructions. But be careful of your trees. Don't get 
into a thicket of the soundest, strongest of them. They 
will dfip for hours after a twenty minute thunder 
shower. Make sure that any tree within reach of your 
tent will stand a fifty miles wind. A bunch of scrub 
oaks six inches through at the ground is an admirable 
shade. 


Set your tent facing the south. Have a bunch of 
Leavy safety pins for fixing your mosquito netting or 
cheesecloth inside the,tent flap. One thickness of 
cheesecloth will shut out the leanest mosquito, but two 
thicknesses of mosquito netting will do it, too. 


Setting your tent, test the ground under it. You 
may be saved trouble if you can drive a tough stake 
two feet or more into the ground at the four corners 
and make the corner ropes fast to tbem. Maybe a 
sapling ‘may be made to serve at one cr more corners. 
But see that your canvas is stretched taut—and 
thereafter watch your tent pegs and guyropes! Espe- 
cially after a rain inspect pegs and ropes. A sudden 
heavy wind and rainstorm breaking in the night and 
dropping a wet tent into your face, simply because 
you neglected to inspect your tent pegs and ropes, is 


an .- 
As to bedding, it depends. On. “ground cloth™ or) 
wooden floor, a husk mattress or an ordinary cheap 
“bed tick” filled with straw is satisfactory and 
serviceable, and either of them may be bought in the 
country town. Maybe you can hire blankets and other 
covering. An ordinary blanket will cost you $4 if it is 
to have any wool in it to speak of. And you will need 
covering, even following the warmest days. Don’t tors 
get a poncho, however, and one blanket will suffice, . 


A poncho, if you don’t know, is @ rubber blanket, 
probably 4 by 6 feet, and with a Sutton slit in the cen-! 
ter for putting over one’s head as a rubber cape in the | 
rain. It is indispensable and adapted to a score of 
uses in camp. It will cost you about $1.75, and it’s 
worth bringing home with you, even if some one insists 
on buying it from you. And speaking of the rubber 
cape, there should be at least one pair of rubber boots 
in the camp. 

Get in touch with an ax, hammer, saw, and nails, 
and your tent furniture is easy as to benches, stools, 
tables, and firewood. As to firewood, if you chance to 
be in a section of big woods where fire has swept, kill- 
ing @ young growth of birches that is still standing, 
you can gather enough wood in an hour to lest the 
cooking fire a week. Roll a chopping block up close by. 

Gather a bunch of bowlders, if possible, for night 
fire. Dig a cooking trench with ends sloped up to catch 
the draft, and sides clean cut and perpendicular, the 
width of a frying pan, provided that you don’t care 
to take with you a folding range of sheet steel, cost- 
ing about $8. Maybe your farmer has a worn out 
kitchen range and a willingness to cart it over for you. 
See about these things when you make the week end 
prospecting trip. Above ali, in establishing your camp, 
become your Own sanitary engineer and inspector. Keep 
an eye open for the dumping of camp refuse and make 
it a point to shovel earth over the garbage every day. 
An untidy tent yard is about as forbidding as anything 
that is open to the imagination. 

Your farmer may have saved an ice crop—or he may 
not. But in any case a hole dug into a.spot that is free 
of rainwashings and provided with a solid board coveér- 
ing that will darken it will make an admirable “ice 
chest" without ice. If the weather is dry keep the 
small pit dampened by sprinkling. Butter, eggs, and 
perishables of all kinds will keep In it. You can’t make 
the cover too tight. The well need not be deeper than 
eighteen inches or two feet, and keepihg the walls and 
bottom wet and the inside dark will discourage ants, 
flies, and beetles. 

A good lantern, costing about $1, is necessary. One 
of its best uses is just before retiring, when direct- 
ing the light on the walls and roof/of the tent, every 
mosquito and fly may de sighted and “swatted,” after 
which the pinning of the mosquito netting will insure 
a sound sleep. Two or three ounces of oil of penny- 
royal may be a good investment, as a little of it rubbed 
on the hands and face and neck is discouraging to 
mosquitoes and sand flies in daylight or in dark. I spent 
three months in a tent when one had to get inside after 
dark because of swarming millions of mosquitoes out- 
side; yet it was left for me to be eaten up by them 
in a sleeping car coming down from St. Paul! 

As to cooking, it can be doge in almost any weather 
on the outside. A ponktho stretched over the fire—a bit 
of sailcloth or tent fly—anything sheltering from the 
rain that may come—will make the cooking easy if you 
will see to it that you have a supply of dry kindling 
wood at all times. Keep your matches dry. Once the 
fire is started in a proper trench having sufficient draft 
it will burn anything but pebbles. 

Now:that so many pans and vessels and cups and 
such are made of pressed tin, ¢ut out the chinaware. 
A couple of broad frying pans of thin pressed steel 
will cost a few cents each, covers for them a few cents 
more. Tin spoons aren't at all bad. Ham and bacon 
will be found standard essentials in camp. Canned 
goods to suit taste and packet will be found at the 
nearest village. 

“Save the cans"’—the big ones. Some of the best 
coffee in the world has been boiled in an old lard can, 
with a whole egg stirred into the ground material. Be 
sure to let it boil ten minutes if the yolk is in. 

Build you a fish box at your boat landing. Any old 
lumber, fastened to green posts at the four corners-——6 
nail in the center of each board—will allow of your 
driving the sharpened corner posts deep enough into the 
sand to have water depth sufficient for your captive 
fishes. Build a narrow boat landing out and alongside 
the fish box. Thus you are saved the trouble of beach- 
ing the boat; also you may draw on the fish supply 
with dry feet. Incidentally if your farmer should have 
“thrashers,” or “ harvest hands’’ bunch up at his table, 
he’ll be likely to appreciate a mess of fish beyond belief. 

But this is presuming that you know how to land 
the game fishes. If you are counting on the fishing 
don’t invest in a $1 reel and $2 “split bamboo” rod. 
A good multiplying reel will cost you $4 or $5 at least, 
while a decent greenheart casting rod will cost almost as 
much. In fact, if it be midsummer and the water warm, 
the ordinary cane pole with line for deep water fishing 
may take more game fishes than thé finest and 
reel ever turned out of a shop. I've seen four pound 
bass taken from twenty feet of water when the finest 
bait caster could whip the shore waters all day and not 
get a strike. 

In a general way, don’t go camping unless you can 
look on the work of it as a recreation. What if you 
do get wet in a dashing thunderstorm? What if you 
do have to turn cut in poncho, rubber boots and lantern 
to fasten a tent stake that has pulled loose in the rai? 
What if you do have to walk five miles to the village 
for something that In town you could buy at the next 
corner? 

Isn't it different? And if you don’t like changes of 
the kind you are not cut out for camping.

Growth of Woman's Farm. 

A farm in Michigan, which now stretches over tens 
and hundreds of acres, began with one acre of ground. 
It is said to be the smallest farm on record and now 
sizes up among the biggest of those owned and con- 
trolled by women. The mistress of the estate borrowed 
the capital with which she bought her one acre and 
her one horse. This amounted to $150. She built a log 
house;- doing most of the work herself and hiring a 
man for the heavier part of the construction work. She 
laid off a certéin number of square feet in a garden, she 
set aside = little plot for fruit trees, and she tried her 
hand on one of the smallest wheat fields ever set under 
cultivation. She bought two hogs and one cow and she 
went to work in deadly earnest. The vegetables that 
fhe raised provided her own food and made her all of 
the spending money she had during one season. The 
hog brought her a slight profit. In the fall she bor- 
rewed more money and bought another acre, which she 
gave over to vegetablés in the spring. There was a 
summer resort not far from her,and since she dug her 
first potato out of the ground they have never bought 
@ vegetable from anybody else. The fame of her garden 
stuffs spread rapidly and although she had success with 
her little experimentation in wheat she has never yet 
had an opportunity to go in for any large crops, be- 
cause she was literally forced by the demand into vege- 
table farming. South Water street now handles large 
consignments of her productions. It is a strange thing, 
too, but before She undertook -this enterprise she had 
the reputation of being most difficult to get along with. 
Even her friends had to admit that she* was irritable 
and her first husband said unhesitatingly that she was 
net possible. These same friends now find it quite de- 
sirable as a pastime to spend as much of their sum- 
mers with her as she will allow and her present hus- 
band has no complaint to make of her.

and Mexico railroad runs through her land for more 
than 100 miles. During the last few years she has 
given away 35,000 aczes for the building of the rail- 
road and 30,000 acres for the town site of Kingsville, 
named for her husband. It was.once estimated that 
the distance from her doorway to her front gate was 
fifty-odd milcos. Mrs. King’s ranch, the Santa Ger- 
trude, its <i enormous revenue producer.

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This Bank Uses the Thumb Print Signatin 


HICAGO has a bank which identifies 

its depositors by means of the thumb 

print mark. When a customer who 

cannot write his name opens an ac- 

count or deposits money or withdraws 
it he makes a thumb mark on the slip, and 
is sufficiently identified. 


“We have never hada single error in this 


Bertillon systemy of identification,” seid 
Charles O. Fetcher, cashier of the West Side 
Trust and Savings bank, which Is the insti- 
tution using this peculiar method. “ When 
we began business here six years ago not 
more than one in three of our customers 
could sign their names in English We 
would not accept signatures in Jewish writ- 
ing. We were confronted by a serious prob- 
lem. The use of the thumb print was sug- 
gested, and it has worked out to perfect 
satisfaction. 


*‘ When a man comes in to open an account 
and we find he cannot sign his name we fill 


in the identification card for him, just ag we. 


would for any other depositor. Then we 
write his name amd witness his mark. Then 
we give him an ordinary rubber stamp ped 
with red ink on it, and he preeses first one 
thumb and then thé other on the pad and 
makes a careful, clear impression of each on 
me corners of his card.

In 
place of looking at the signature he looks at 
the thumb prints and compares them, with 
the marks on the deposit or withdrawal glip. 


** We have never had a complaint of error 
from the use of this system. Thereareabso- 
lutely no two thumbs alike, and the thumb 
print mark is an absolute identification. We 
have had complaints over signatures, but 
never over thumb prints. Mem havecilaimed 
that they did not sign withdrawal slips, 
but no one has ever denied his thumb mark.”’ 

An unforeseen effect of this system is its 
educational influence. Whereas not more 
than one In three of the foreigners who start- 
ed deposits a few years ago could sign his 
nazne, the number of such is rapidly decreas- 
ing. FEither they regard the practice as a 
blemish on their financial character or inter- 
est in the Emglish language on Halsted 
street is much greater now than it was a 
few years ago. , 

The Jews, fimding their Yiddish signatures 
unacceptable, are learning to write in Eng- 
ish, and the foreigners who could not write 
at alt have gore to night school or to their 
friends and learned to form thelr signatures. 
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The bank officials believe the time will « 
when the thumb print system =» 
longer necessary.

Food of the Best. 


“The food in the camp is great. The men 
get good meat, including bacon that would 
bring 35 cents a pound in Chicago. The odor 
of steak and onions is often in the air. The 
vegetables are big and fresh, and the ra- 
tions include native. butter, eggs more 
‘strictly’ fresh than the average Chicagoan 
gets, and the milkman calls reguiarly with 
his tray full of bottles. 

“The sanitation is a triumph for the medi- 
cal department. In a fashion they have 
pitted the ‘spider’ against the fly. All the 
kitchen refuse is pitched into a pit, covered by 
an iron grille on which a fire of hardwood 
- set going. This arrangement is called 

‘spider.’ No fly can get near the object of 
sts hunger alive. When the men are through 
with mess they scrape their cups and plates 
over the ‘spider.’ The men are nearly all 
inoculated against typhoid fever, and the 
treatiment is ‘ guaranteed’ for seven years. 
The aTmy hospitals are nearly empty. When 
‘Weft there wasonly one case of typhoid, and 
the victim was a civilian. 

“At odd and unprocilaimed moments the 
men’ of the cavalry, infantry, and artillery 
were ordered to march off on ‘ hikes’ which 
lasted from two to five days.

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WELL known eastern jewelry house, 
which had been following archaic 
methods of doing business, discovered 
that somehow it could not anticipate 
} the public demand for certain styles 
of goods. Every year the designers 
of brooches, watch cases, bracelets, 
and so forth, submitted their draw- 
ings to the members of the firm; 
and after much debating, the latter selected cer- 
lain ones to be made up in varying quantities to 
suit their anticipatory notions of what the de- 
mand would be. But the close of 
every sefson found their forecasts 
meorrect, and the manufacturing 
had to remelt and to recast 
some three hundred thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of jewelry. A business 
friend came along one day, and sug- 
gested that the -salesmen solicit 
from designs, instead of from the 
actual articles, and that the house 
manufacture only to fill orders. 
The proprietors enthusiastically 
adopted the suggestion, and’ there- 
after saved the manufacturing cost | 
of the unsalable goods, plus interest 
on three hundred thousand dollars. 
This is a true incident. The 
“friend” who-happened in was the 
latest exponent of commercial de- 
nt, one of the men whose 
is to “modernize” and to ‘ 
“methodize” and to “reorganize” 
; the business diagnost 
and surgeon, who calls himself a 
“developer of earning power,” and 
makes it his trade to abolish unnec- 
essary expenses and to bring out 
the highest efficiency in all lines of 
business. 
Has business become so clogged and stupefied by 
” as to be suffering from a serious ailment? 
This is a question that is being asked with increas- 
ing directness by the heads of manufacturing, mer- 
eantile, and other business establishments. For 
twenty years they have been filling up their houses 
with various remedies for the former laxity, until, in 
Many cases, the cure has become worse than the dis- 
ease. » 
About two decades ago, trade had reached so great 
& volume as to require entirely new methods in 
handling it. The small enterprises, with limited cap- 
ital, were unable to take care of their enlarged pat- 
ronage; and the larger institutions were stifled by 
ponderous inherited red-tape customs. Combination, 
to eut down expenses,and to centralize management, 
was the logical development, and became a passion. 
Thus, all over the country, numerous establishments 
united with others in the same line. But they were 
still afflicted with the slow-moving habits of the past 
— transacting their business only after laborious 
conferences, keeping complicated accounts, strang- 
ling enterprise with nooses of red tape. —_- 
Then came in, appropriately, the Auditing Sys- 
tematizer, a specialized accountant, the Doctor of 
Business. Out of his experience he concocted vari, 
ous potions, known as “eard indexes,” “loose-lea 
ledgers,” “filing cabinets,” and the like, guaranteed 
to heal every ill of trade. These were a vast im- 
provement ever old-time methods and medicines; but 
the modest success of the first few practitioners 0h 
couraged a host of imitators, and before long the 
“eures” outnumbered the diseases. Every agate 
house, great and small, needs must have its eard- 
Systems, cash-registers, and checking and cross- 
checking sehemes, out of an infinite variety, gs ba 
one prominent business man expressed it: “We ith 
been diagnosed and eonsulted over and dosed wi 
System, until the more ‘medicine’ we take, the worse 
off we are.”

the Business Surgeon, who believes that drugs should 
be largely replaced by the knife. So the Systems, 
in turn, are being systematized. 

It is wonderful, what ailments these reorganizers 
find when they go prodding about the body of a 
business house — conditions of which the proprie- 
tors themselves are ignorant; or, knowing, are un- 
able to improve. The incident of the jewelry estab- 

lishment shows how simple yet how far-reach- 

ing their treatment may be. Another instance 

occurred in a publishing house, where the fore- 

man of the composing room had his desk in the 

aD center of a room a hundred 

oy, hee and fifty feet square.

ee NS of the typesetting machines 

a were established round the 

walls, seventy-five feet from 
the foreman. Whenever a 
printer wanted further in- 
structions, or more manu- 
script, or had finished his job, 
he had to thread his’ way 
through machines and eabi- 
nets the long distance to the 
foreman’s desk. The printers 
were paid four dollars a day; 
and by actual timing, twenty 
of them averaged thirty min- 
utes a day each in going to 
and from the foreman, at 
a cost of five dollars a day to 
the house. The Business Sur- 
geon’s suggestion to cut out 
the custom and to hire a boy, 
at five dollars a week, to do 
the running between printers 
and foreman, saved the com- 
pany thirteen hundred dollars 
a year. 

Still another house, per- 
plexed by increasing operat- 
ing eost, listened to the siren voice of an Auditing 
Systematizer to put in his System of ecards and cab- 
inets and loose leaves and files, though it required 
two extra girls solely to take 
eare of the System. The con- 
cern went still more rapidly 
toward failure; until a Busi- 
ness Surgeon of the new 
school appeared, pitched the 
entire System into the alley, 
and got at the ailment — 
namely, the confinement of 
the proprietor to office de- 
tails, when he should have 
been out getting business. 

The proprietor of a village 
grocery store who employed 
one clerk, his brother, was 
persuaded to put ina mag- 
nificent nickeled-gilt cash reg- 
ister, though an old-fashioned 
money drawer had hitherto 
been sufficient. This beauti- 
ful ornament was so out of 
harmony with its crude sur- 
roundings, that next he had 
to put in handsome new coun- 
ters; then, ng hc: ind his 
goods, plate glass windows, 
new hm suits for himself 
and elerk, and so on, inelud- 
ing a rare and unusual air of 
cleanliness about the floors. 

The transformation was com- 
plete— so complete, in fact, 
that his old customers, miss- 
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squirt tobacco juice into a box of sawdust. The pro- 
prietor had spent so much money in improvements, 
that he nearly failed before they were effective in 
bringing in a better class of trade. 

A man making toy express wagons, which brought 
two dollars apiece at retail, was kept so busy keep- 
ing track of his office organization that he had no 
time to look after his market. Thus, he sold his 
wagons to the jobber at one dollar, less seventy- 
seven; or, twenty-three cents each. The jobber sold 
them to the retailer for a dollar and a quarter. The 
Business Surgeon amputated this System above the 
jobber; and the manufacturer is now selling his 
wagons at a dollar and a quarter each direct to 
the retailer. 

Go into the average business establishment, and if 
you have a fair sense of order, in all probability you 
will perceive things that should not be. For in- 
stance, a filing cabinet for the use of several em- 
ployees will be stationed at one side of a large room, 
unnecessarily distant from those who have to use it. 
It takes time to go to and from it; and time means 
more employees, and more salaries. If you know 
something of the inside affairs of the institution, you 
are likely to see the head of a department attending 
to details that a clerk on a fifth of his salary could 
do as well. 

You will probably note a great deal of unneces- 
sary labor in handling material; employees getting 
in one another’s way, and having to wait, because 
there are not elevators enough or trucks enough or 
room enough. This is one of the commonest sources 
of loss in manufacturing establishments. Workmen 
will be crowded into small spaces; or, through lack 
of forethought, the work will be so apportioned 
that several of them will need the same truck at the 
same time; or, one floor will monopolize the freight 
elevator for long periods, and those on other fi rs 
will have to waste time waiting for it. It is one of 
the axioms of the New Thought in business, that 
machinery and floor space are more economical than 
wages. 

One establishment found it necessary to carry in 


THE 


stock a lot of material which was to be used at irreg- 
ular times extending over several months, For con- 
venience of access, it was advisable that it be stored 
in cabinets. The purchasing agent did not think it 
necessary to spend one hundred dollars for cabinets; 
so the material was piled on the floor. During the 
next three months, according to actual tally, the time 
used by the workmen to pick out the material needed 
amounted to forty dollars, and thirty-five dollars’ 
worth of product was, spoiled by the weight on top. 
After losing seventy-five dollars in three. months, 
the hundred dollars was expended for cases. 

Often men will be seen standing in line to get 
requisitions signed, when frequently these requisi- 
tions call for very small quantities of the articles 
desired, or when, perhaps, the “requisition” System 


is not needed at all. In a fourteen-story building, , 


the writer has seen a carpenter at three dollars a 
day spend half an hour in going to the basement for 
nails. And if you go into some of the branch de- 
partments, you may see a force of a dozen men idle, 
or doing something “just to keep busy”; because the 
department head is busy talking to somebody, or 
making out reports that a clerk should take care of, 
or attending a committee meeting and can not be in- 
terrupted for the instant that it would take to give 
approval to the thing needed, though a subordinate 
might just as well pass upon the subject. 

Some times you will find foremen doing the tasks 
of ordinary, unskilled workmen — using their hands 
instead of their eyes and brains, or spending their 
time on things that should be done by messenger 
boys or cheap clerks, or that need not be done at all; 
or you will find them trusting too much to their 
memories, thereby becoming monopolists of infor- 
mation of possibly tremendous importance to the 
house. This is a common condition in all businesses 
where the custom is not properly to develop under- 
studies for all important positions. It is to the in- 
terest of the employee, whether an ordinary work- 
man or the head of a department, to obtain all possi- 
ble information bearing on his line of work, thereby 
insuring his continued employment, and increasing 
his chances of promotion. But, looked at from the 
point of view of the employer, this custom usually 
means considerable loss, sooner or later. If the em- 
ployee monopolist should be taken ill, or should go 
away on a vacation, or be subject to other inter- 
ruption, it means that the work of his department 
will be sadly crippled during his absence; and, in 
the event of his death or resignation, the develop-

ment of another person to take his place becomes a 
serious and expensive task. 

One bright young man who, after years of study, 
had worked out a new line of business, was at last 
able to interest sufficient capital to start out flourish- 
ingly; and, after about a year, had built up a pay- 
ing institution. Then he was suddenly taken ill; 
and, because he had not taken the precaution to 
train some one to take his place, so that the business 
could go on without his personal direction, the con- 
cern failed. If he had properly developed an 
understudy, this could scarcely have happened, 
and he would have been in an independent con- 
dition today, instead of again working for a salary. 
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Another more or less serious ailment is off 
jealousy — the foreman, superintendent and mp 
ager sidetracking the suggestions of the workman, 
foreman and superintendent, respectively; thereby 
stifling progress, and causing all to lose interest i: 
the firm. It is a fact, not generally considered, thet 
the employee who does not earn more than he 
paid, is of no value to the man who hires him. Hy 
must make a profit on the wages he gets, 

There is a manufacturing establishment in Wet. 
ern Pennsylvania which does not encourage inde 
pendent investigations by its employees. One of th 
latter, a mechanic, invented an appliance; but th 
superintendent docked the man for thé tim 
“wasted” in perfecting his apparatus, and orders 
him to confine himself to what he was given to de 
A competing manufacturer saw the invention; sy 
at once that, with a little change, it would be of 
real value; and offered the man a higher salary, 
well as agreeing to pay him a royalty on the profs 
of the tool. That mechanic is now superintendent of 
the competitor’s plant, and has crippled his forme 
employer by the further improvements he has made 
in reducing the eost of manufacture. 

In another institution, a clever mechanic was paid 
nineteen dollars a week. He asked for an advane 
of three dollars; did not get it, and resigned 
Now the factory is paying twenty-four d ‘ 
week to a less clever workman to do the 
work. 

“Chasing the boss” — wasting time by consulting 
him upon every unimportant and needless detail, 
toadying to him, in the hope of favors at the & 
pense‘of the house —is another prevalent ailment. 
There are also chronic strollers, always on the way 
to do something, but never getting there, and wate 
ing the clock for quitting time. Then in almost 
every establishment some of the employees are lim 
ited in their productive capacity by having to @ 
work that they dislike. 

The proper distribution of floor space is of more 
importance than is generally comprehended. Too 
frequently, employees will be found so crowded t 
gether that they can not do their work to the best 
advantage. The ventilating question, which many 
business men consider to be worthy of consideration 
only by cranks, may easily become of much i 
portance where many persons are at work in ome 
room. If the air is not fresh, it will not be long be 
fore the workers will be yawning and somnolént

The Match at the Peep-hole 


A CERTAIN patented device is 
used for the recovery of solvents in 
the manufacture of smokeless gunpow- 
der. An acquaintance of mine con- 
ceived the idea that it would be an 
excellent thing to employ this same 
device for the recovery of alcohol 
used in the manufacture of felt hats,

MOTORITE consists of a com- 
pound of about seventy per cent. ni- 
troglycerin and thirty per cent. mix- 
ture of different grades of guncotton, 
the mixture being compounded in 
such a way as to form a tough and 
rubbery substance. This material is 
made into bars, which are smoothed 
and varnished upon the outside, and 
then forced into steel tubes. In use, 
these steel tubes are placed in 
an apparatus, in such wise that 
the bar of motorite can be ig- 
nited at one exposed end; and, 
as the combustion is confined to 
that end, it proceeds with abso- 
lutely uniform regularity: ac- 
cording to the pressure, and 
without explosion. In _ other 
words, the motorite acts as a 
fuel; the products of combustion 
serving as a flame blast, blowing 
the water through a series of 
baffle plates, atomizing it, and 
converting it instantly into 
steam. The object of motorite is 
to replace compressed air in the 
driving of motors for self-pro- 
pelled torpedoes. 

The first bars of motorite that 
I made, I formed by passing 
through a die. The die was not 
quite true; but the defect could 
not be seen by the naked eye. 
The result’ was that a small mi- 
eroscopic flaw extended through the 
bars from end to end, so that, when 
the bar was placed in the combustion 
apparatus, the flame of ignition passed 
immediately down through the flaw, 
exploding the apparatus. 

After the first apparatus blew up, 
I made another one; and, as I could 
not very well conduct the experiments 
at the place where the first mishap 
occurred, I hired a floor in a building 
to make the test. But I needed an as- 
sistant; and the problem was where to 
find one.

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One of the largest Eastern railroad 
companies entered into a contract with 
a printing house in New York to get out 
its time-cards and folders; and, as it 
was necessary to have the work done in 
the shortest possible time after the 
order was given, the printers, for four 
times their regular commercial charge, 
gave the company right of way over 
all other orders. As the printers’ reg- 
ular rates were twice as high as any in 
the city, the railroad paid virtually 
eight times the rate tht ordinary 
patrons could get elsewhere. A Busi- 
ness Surgeon would have abolished this 
waste, by insisting that the railroad 
establish a printing plant of its own. 


Another form of railroad waste is 
the custom, particularly prevalent in 
the West, of giving large folders indis- 
criminately to all patrons. If a man, 
who perhaps wishes to travel only 
forty or fifty miles, asks for a time- 
table, he gets a folder of fifty or more 
pages, when a two-page leaflet of local 
trains would better serve his purpose. 
Some roads, erroneously thinking that 
it is “good advertising,” seem to take 
pride in scattering these folders (con- 
taining only train data, and that ex- 
pressed in an elaborate and compli- 
cated manner) as widely as they can. 
It is easy to devise cheaper, simpler, 
and more useful folders, 

Only in very recent years have the 
railroads running out of New York 
provided these useful small folders for 
commuters. 

And so, the Developers of Earning

of the System as are of no real value, 
and establishing the underlying prin- 
ciples of orderly business on a work- 
ing basis.
